Reed Tried To Cool Barrett. 

After the clerk had read the objectiona- 
ble language the speaker suggested to the 
eentleman from Massachusetts that the 
gentleman was repeating what ‘he said pre- 
Viously for the purpose of making some 
modifications as the chair understood. 

Mr. Crisp moved that the gentleman from 
South Carolina be permitted to explain. 
This motion precipitated a discussion as to 
Parliamentary procedure, the excitement 
continuing to increase despite the efforts 
of the speaker to restrain the members. In 
its course, Mr. Barrett said: 

do not object to the gentleman from 
South Carolina at the proper time being 
allowed to explain the statement made by 
him with deliberation, that under certain 
circumstances, having taken the oath of 
Office to support the constitution of the 
United States, he would attempt to humil- 
iate it; but I do claim that the rule does 
not give any right to postpone the present 
consideration of the resolution which 4 
propose to submit to the house.”’ 


Barrett Makes a Talk. 

The rule regarding procédure in such 
cases was discussed by Mr. Crisp with nu- 
merous interruptions and questions. 

Mr. Barrett explained the sequence of 
what had occured. He said: 

“On Wednesday night I was one of the 
few members of this house who, braving 
the action of the elements, was present 
at the meeting here for the discussion of 
the bill now, or a few moments ago, under 
discussion in the heuss. To my surprise I 
heard the remarks made by the gentleman 
from South Carolina at that time and I 
Supposed that some member older and 
more experienced than myself would take 
proper action on tne subject. But several 
moments having elapsed and therefore the 
point of order having become properly 
applicable that the attention of the house 
was not promptly called to the subject, 
I allowed it to drop, thinking that per- 
haps the gentleman from South Carolina 
had in a moment of excitement made a 
Statement of treason to the constitution 
of the United States which sober reflection 
and time for consideration would. prompt 
him to withdraw. This morning, to my 
still greater surprise, he rose and reiterated 
that assertion, that under certain circum- 
stances—he having within two months 
taken the oath of office carrying with it 
the oath of allegiance to the constitution 
of the United States—he would approve 


-and indorse and participate in secession. 


The gentleman might have been allowed 
to proceed under the ordinary interpreta- 
tion of the rule, if he had simply violated 
the rules of this house, under which he 
might very properly have made immedi- 
ate. explanation, for which the gentheman 
from Georgia might have asked leave that 
he be given timeé.’’ 
Mr. Talbert Allowed To Explain. 

Mr. Crisp’s .notion was finally agreed to 
and Mr. Talbert explained what he called 
the misinterpretation, rather than the mis- 
representation of his remarks, by saying 
that the circumstances ang conditions 
that existed when South Carolina seceded 
could not and never would exist any more, 
and the was glad of it. (Applause.) He 
added that while South Carolina seceded 
as she thought to be her duty with the 
light before her then, it is quite different 
today, and he did not say that he wished 
to violate the thirteenth amendment of the 
constitution by advocating secession, be- 
cause those circumstances and conditions 
cannot and never will exist again. 

Reading of the Resolution. 

At the request of Mr. Barret, the clerk 
read the resolution offered by him, which 
declared that the words uttered by Mr. 
Talbert, “are seditious and treasonable, 
in violation of the oath taken by said gen- 
tleman at the opening of this session and 
that said statement is hereby censured by 
the house and that it be striken from the 
record.” (Applause on the republican side.) 

The confusion and excitement which had 
been temporarily allayed were renewed as 
Mr. Barrett endeavored to address the 
house. 

Mr. Dalzell, republican, of Pennsylvania, 
wanted to refer the matter to the commit- 
tee on judiciary, and Mr. Cannon, repub- 
lican, of Illinois, to lay it on the table. 
The latter proposition met cries of ‘‘no’’ on 
the the republican side and applause on 
the democratic side, and Mr. Boutelle re- 
marked: “I think the man who makes that 
motion ought to lie on the table.” 

Mr. Dingley, republican, of Maine, sug- 
gested to Mr. Barrett that it would be 
well to refer the matter to the committee 
on judiciary and have it brought back 
to the house for deliberate. consideration. 
(Cries of “Yes” and ‘No.’’) 

“We don’t want any lawyers’. opinion on 
this question,’”’ said Mr. Boutelle. 

Barrett Becomes Insistent. 

“Mr. Speaker,” said Mr. Barrett, ‘‘under

Mr. Dalzell renewed his motion to refer 
the matter to the committee on judiciary, 
and it was agreed to—yeas 154, nays 41. 

A demand for the yeas and nays was 
made by Mr. Barrett, Boutelle and others 
and seconded. Mr. Boutelle asked the re- 
publicans who oppesed the resolution: 
“Do you approve such language?” And 
when several answered affirmatively, said: 
“All right, you’ll have the opportunity to 
Say so on the record.” 

The motion to refer was 
200, nays 71. 

Other House Matters.- 

Mr. Henderson, republican, of Iowa. 
chairman, asked consent for the commit- 
tee on judiciary to sit during the session 
of the house, which was granted. 

The message of President Cleveland 
transmitting the report of the engineers 
upon the Nicaragua canal route was re- 
ceived and laid before the house and re- 
ferred to the committee on interstate and 
foreign commerce. 

The house then, after the exciting epi- 
sode of nearly two hours, resumed the 
debate on the bond-silver coinage Dill, 
first entering into a unantmous agreement 
to close the general debate at the close of 
the legislative day of Monday next. The 
speakers during the afternoon were 
Walker, republican, of Massachusetts, and 
Patterson, democrat, of Tennessee, and 
opposition to free coinage, and Williams, 
democrat, of Mississippi; Broderick, re- 
publican, of Kansas, and Bowers, re- 
publican, of California, In favor of it. 

Talbert Incident Recalled. 

The Talbert incident was recalled for a 
few minutes by Mr. Pearson, republican, 
of North Carolina. He explained that he 
did not hear Mr. Talbert’s statement at 
the beginning of the session, but had been 
furnished a copy of it. He desired to say 
that he could not have uttered the senti- 
ments attributed to him by Mr. Talbert 
to the effect that he was ashamed of the 
part taken by North Carolina in the war; 
to do so would be treason to his own blood 
and state. If the gentleman from Maine 
(Boutelle) and the gentleman from Mas- 
sachusetts (Barrett) would leave the 
southern republicans alone to deal with 
their sister states, Mr. Pearson said he 
would promise that if South Carolina at- 
tempted another secession movement. the 
liberty-loving union republicans of North 
Carolina would go over and whip South 
Carolina back into the «union. (Applause.) 
Mr. Pearson expressed the hope that the 
matter might be permitted to end here. 

Mr. Talbert said he accepted the invita- 
tion on behalf of! the governor of his 
state to take a drink with any representa- 
tive, but for himself being a total ab- 
stainer, he must decline. 

He had heard the disclaimer of the 
gentleman with pleasure and was satis- 
fied to let the matter rest. 

The house then, at 5:15 p. m., took a 
recess until: 8 p. m., the session then to 
continue until 10:30 o’clock, at its expira- 
tion another recess until 10:30 o’clock to- 
morrow morning. 

Twenty-five representatives occupied 
their seats on the floor at the beginning of 
the evening session to listen to the orators 
on the pending bill, while the public gal- 
leries at the same time were crowded. The 
speakers were Messrs. Gibson, republican, 
of Tennessee; Bromwell, republican, of 
Ohio; Sparkman, democrat, of Florida;

FRYE WAS ELECTED. 


Republicans Have Selected a President 
Pro Tem. for the Senate. 
Washington, February 7.—Today’s ses- 
sion of the senate presented some interest- 
ing features. The officiating clergyman 
(not Mr. Milburn, the blind chaplain, but 
a’ substitute), Dr. Hugh Johnston, of 
Washington city, in the opening prayer 
expressed the thanks for ‘‘the confidence 
of the people in the financial strength 
of the nation.’”’ A president pro tempore 
of the senate was chosen without dissent 
in the person of Senator Frye, republican, 
of ‘Maine, and the Dubois resolution to dis- 
tribute the appropriation bills among 
several committees was practically de- 
feated by being referred to the committee 
on rules with instructions to report it 
back on the first ‘Monday in December 

next. 

The opportunity for the election of 
president pro tempore was furnished by 
the absence of the vice president, who 
sent a note to the senate today. The 
reading of this note was followed by the 
offering of two resolutions by Mr. Hale, 
first, that the senate proceed immediately 
to the election of a president pro tempore, 
and, second, that his colleague. Mr. Frye, 
be chosen to that high office. ‘Mr. Gorman 
eaid that he had been instructed by his 
democratic colleagues to present the name 
of Mr. Harris; of Tennessee, but that, in 
view of the precedent, for many years, 
that there should be no scramble for that 
office and in view of Mr. Harris’s own de- 
sire, he refrained from presenting it. Mr. 
Allen, populist, of Nebraska, made a some- 
what similar statement on behalf of the 
six populist senators who had proposed, 
he said, to nominate Mr. Kyle, populist, 
of South Dakota. Mr. Frye was accord- 
ingly declared elected, had the oath of 
office administered to him by the secre- 
tary and entered on the discharge of his 
duties as president pro tempore. Later on 
in the day the senate got into a parlia- 
mentary tangle in which the presiding 
officer stated that if required to make a 
ruling he would rule in a certain way. Mr.

GENERAL MARIN IS HUNTING AFTER GLORY 


He Also Hopes, Incidentally, To Find 
General Gomez—No Talk of 
Compromise. 


Havana, February 7, Via Tampa, Feb- 
ruary 7.—The government is rapidly form- 
ing squadrons of cavalry by mounting in- 
fantry men. Thousands of horses have 
been taken by the authorities in the dif- 
ferent provinces. The owner receives due 
bills. The highest value has been $34, the 
average $25. 

Many American citizens m the interior 
who had horses taken, have protested to 
the American consulate. Others fear trou- 
ble and say nothing. Millions of dollars’ 
worth of cane belonging to American citi- 
zens ‘has been burned, and railroad and 
other property destroyed. A few claims 
have been filed. The general belief is that 
it is hopeless to attempt to collect damages, 
and will only embitter t*e authorities. 

American planters, who epposed the rec- 
ognition of belligerency om the ground that 
the only hope of security Of property and 
crops was vested in the Spanish authorities, 


finding their hopes vain, efops burned and’ 


estates ruined, now favoP recognition as 
the speediest settlement @f the difficulty. 

The failure of Spain to protect Amerian 
owners has changed sentiment. Gomez re- 
cently told an American planter who pro- 
tested against the burning of cane: 

‘“‘Had your congress recognized us months 
ago, you would now be grinding can under 
the stars and stripes.” ; 

Americans Want Pfotection. 

The American residents @f Havana hope 
a warship will be at hand fm case congress 
passes the bill recognizing the belliger- 
ents. While at present there lS no danger 
of life, yet the sentiment ig strong against 
Americans. Positive action may endanger 
the safety of American citizens owing to 
the absence of a warship. The three Ger- 
man ships here are said to have orders to 
remain some time. 

Arrest of Cuban Suspects. 

The arrest of Cuban suspects continues 
daily. Several shipments of political pris- 
oners were recently made to Spain’s Afri- 
can colony of Ceuta. Cepero, Rodriguez 
and several other American citizens are 
still confined without trial. Consular inter- 
vention saved them from court martial, 
but there will be indefinite delay before 


trial. Houvre Laine, a PYenéh’ citizen, is 


in the same predictament. 
Marin Is Hunting Glory. 

It has been several times reported that 
Gomez was cornered by troops during the 
week, and the authorities are confident 
of crushing him and breaking the backbone 
of the rebellion shortly. General Marin 
continues to thead active operations in the 
field. He hopes to win glory by defeating 
Gomez in a decisive battle before the ar- 
rival of Weyler. 

How Rebels Get Water. 

Cubans are growing bolder in the vicin- 
ity of Havana. They hold up milkmen 
and take horses from stages. Railroad 
men find it impossible to repair the tracks 
more than fifteen miles from the city. 
The insurgents are also active in the entire 
province Matanzas. In Pinar del Rio 
several posts are held, awaiting an expe- 
dition from the United States. 

Fate of the Senate Bill. 


Great interest is manifested concerning 
the fate of the senate bill. The papers 
publish only Madrid cables saying positive 
assurances have been made that President 
Cleveland will veto the bill. The adminis- 
tration is undoubtedly influenced by consu- 
lar reports which are framed to meet the 
desires of the merchants, property owners 
and others whose personal interests may 
suffer temporarily if Spain is defeated. 
These interests urge the danger of anarchy, 
negro rule and other bugaboos. The argu- 
ments are absurd. The negroes are in a 
hopeless minority. The white residents 
are fully capable of establishing and main- 
taining the government of an independent 
republic. There is little talk of annexa- 
tion to any country now. 

No Talk of Compromise. 

There is no talk of compromise between 
Spain and Cuba. The t'me has gone by 
when a settlement could be made. Both 
will fight to the bitter end. If the United 
States postpones action the struggle is 
bound to be long drawn out and the island 
laid in ruins. Prompt action by the United 
States, it is now believed, will bring a 
speedy end to the war, restore the island 
to a condition of prosperity and give an 
opportunity to develop its wonderful re- 
sources.

REBELS STILL VICTORIOUS, 


They Capture 1,000 Mansur Rifles 
from the Spanish. 

Havana, February 7.—Spanish circles are 
greatly elated over the report that Gen- 
eral Laque won the battle of Paso Real 
Monday. The officials claim a decisive 
blow was dealt the rebels. Owing to the 
telegraph and railroad lines not operating 
the only details obtainable are the gov- 
ernment reports. The Cubans claim the 
report is preposterous. They say it is im- 
possible to kill sixty-two and wound 200 
insurgents without more than two dead 
and thirty wounded on the Spanish side. 

Marin has not yet succeeded in forcing 
Maceo to fight. Marin remains in the 
vicinity of Quivican. Several additional 
regiments have arrived during the week 
from the eastern part of the island. The 
towns along the line south of Havana are 
alive with soldiers. 

The road runs trains only a few miles 
out of Havana city. The restern road 
had several stations burned recently. The 
Palacios and Paso Real road is practical- 
ly abandoned beyond Ricon. The Bataba- 
no trains, along a strongly fortified line, 
have failed to operate south to San. Fe- 
lipe for several days. No trains have been 
able to reach Matanzas in ten days. 

The insurgents secured an immense 
quantity of arms, ammunition, saddles, 
provisions and all kinds of.equipments on 
the train captured between San Felipe 
and Pozo Redondo Saturday. The insur- 
gents numbered 400 aed the troops only 
fifty in an armored car. The Spanish 
commander was killed and also twenty 
soldiers. The remainder surrendered their 
arms. The insurgents lost three men, got

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1,000 Mansur rifles and 200,00 Mansur 
cartridges, discarding the old guns. The 
Spaniards sent a _ frelief train which 
brought back two cars containing two 
rapid fire cannon, which were detached

The press censorship continues strict. 
No cables from the United States are al- 
lowed to be printed in regard to the status 
of the belligerenmcy resolution. The g0v- 
ernment has ordered W. F. “Mannix, an 
American correspondent, to leave Cuba. 
The cause is said to be an article in a 
Washington paper. Mannix filed a protest 
with Consul Williams against his sum- 
mary expulsion. 

Gomez and Maceo are both in Havana 
province, acting in concert. Their joint 
personal commands number about 14,000. 
An American planter who talked with 
Gomez a few days ago said Gomez as- 
sured him he could have 100,000 additional 
men if he had arms. The probable total 
of insurgents armed forces numbers close 
to 40,000 at present. 

Maceo completed his campaign in Pinar 
province and left a strong band there. 
Other bands dominate the interior of 
Santa Clara, Matanzas, Camaguey and 
Santiago provinces. Encounters with 
troops occur daily, but mostly of minor 
importance. The Cubans continue to flee, 
fearing harsh measures on the arrival of 
Wey ler. 

AMERICAN’S PROTEST. 
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New York Newspaper Correspondent 
Refuses To Leave Cuba. 
Havina, Cuba, February 7.—Captain 
Mannix, an American newspaper corre- 
spondent, was ordered by the government 
last right to leave the island on the steam- 
er Olivette for Tampa today. An afternoon 
paper of Havana tcday says that Consul 
General Williams has filed a protest 
against his expulsion. In reply to my ques- 
tions this afternoon Consul General Wil- 
liams said’ it was true that a protest had 
been filed, but that his mediation in the 
case had been of a friendly rather than 
of an othcial or formal character. Pend- 
ing further developments, however, Cap- 
tain Mannix has been given permission to 

remain in Ilavana anotner week. 

The ccimplaint in the case came from 
the United States, and rests in the publica- 
tion over Mannix’s name of certain cor- 
respondence describing his experiences in 
the camp of General Gomez. On this evi- 
dence the government accuses him of hav- 
ing held communication with the enemy. 
When I saw Mr. Mannix tonight he said 
he would refuse to leave Havana, excep* 
a8 an actual prisoner. He says that no 
state of war having been declared, he be- 
lieves his American passport, issued by 
the Spanish minister in Washington, Senor 
Dupuy de Lome, entitles him to ge wher: 
ever he pleases in the island of Cuba, and 
he proposes to stand on that right. 

The attorney for the crown presented 
today to the criminal court of Havana his 
brief in the Someillan case. It now re- 
mains for the judges to fix the date of 
trial. The Havana superior court today 
sustained the fiscal’s refusal to grant con- 
sul General Williams’s request to be shown 
the documents connected with Sanguilly’s 
sentence. o 


REICHSTAG WANTS WARSHIPS. 


Freiherr Mareschall Von Bieberstein 


Talks of Navy Increase. 
Berlin, February 7.—At today’s sitting of 
the budget commission of the reichstag 


“Baron Mareschal] von Bieberstein, minister 


of foreign affairs, declared that no naval 
demands would be introduced in “the reich- 
stag this session and that no dace had been 
tixed when it would be advisable to in- 
crease the strength of the navy. 

Freiherr Mareshall von Bieberstein con- 
tinued by stating that when the govern- 
ment should decide to increase the strength 
of the navy they would communicate with 
the reichstag informing that body fully, 
especially in regard to the financial means 
required. 

‘he necessity for increasing the navy, 
he said, is more pressing at the present 
time than it has been in the past, though 
our relations with foreign powers are un- 
changed, and it is not intended that they 
shall change. 

Continuing, he said: “‘We must secure 
and confirm the authority in our colonies 
and protect our foreign intersts and com- 
merce in accordance with our treaties and 
international laws. The necessity for in- 
creasing the strength of the navy is not 
caused by the recent events, but by our 
increasing maritime interests.’’ 

The foreign minister informed the budget 
commission that the ministers accepted 
full respensibility for the telegram which 
the emperor had sent to President Kruger, 
of the south African republic, congratu- 
lating him upon the suvceess of the Boer 
in their encouttecr with the follow- 
ers of Jameson. 


HAMMOND HAS SMALL LIBERTY 


Though Out on Bond He Is Under Po- 
lice Surveillance. 

Pretoria, February 7.—The realease of 
John Hay’s Hammond, the American min- 
ing engineer who was set at liberty 
Wednesday was due to his illness which 
was caused and agravated by his incarcer- 
ation. 

The amount of bail required was £10,- 
000, and his release was asserted to be 
upon the condition that he remain under 
constant police surveillance, and that he 
should not be permitted to see any visitors 
except with the permission of the author- 


ities. 


CANAL BOARD REPORTS. 


Estimates from the Committee Sent 
to Congress. 


Washington, February 7.—The president 
today transmitted to the house the report 
of the epecial committee to imspect and 
report on the route of the Nicaraguan ca- 
nal. 

‘The report of the canal board includes an 
estimate for the construction of the canal 
which they place on the low tevel iine at 
133,472,893. The company’s estimates are 
shown to be on the low ievel line $69,593,600. 

The board thinks the expense of con- 
structirg the canal will be abcut twice the 
amcunt that would be required to build 
a similar waterway in the United States, 
owing to the adverse climatic conuitiuns, 
the ineffective manual labor and to the 
further fact that the machinery cannot 
be used again after the canal has been 
finished. 

The most serious problems affecting the 
design and construction of the canal sys- 

at the present time, the report finds, 

those involved in the heavy rainfall 

consequent discharges from the lake 

streams, whose variations of surface 

volume must be taken into account. 

rainfall record at Greytown for a pe- 
riod of three years shows a mean of 267 
inches.

The heavy rainfall will increase largely 
the cost of excavating the deep mud at 
several embankment sites in excavations, 
building embankments, etc. The natives 
are not likely to prove useful in the severe 
end steady work of canal construction.

Jamaica negroes, who have been employed 
on the Panama railway, are docile and from 
a tropical standpoint, industrious and fair- 
ly effective. They will undoubtedly form 
the labor supply for the canal. Wages 
are only about one-half as much as in the 
United States, but the efficiency of the 
laborers is proportionately much less. 
Cost of Construction. 

Its entire cost would be charged to the 
canal construction, making the plant charge 
higher than usual, since the machinery 
will have no future value.

The harbor throughout should 
me dredged thirty feet below the low 
water line, and its depth increased to six 
fathoms. Detailed recommendations with 
regard to the locks, dams and basins fol- 
low. 

The board deems it proper to make a note 
of the facility with which a branch might 
be effected at any point of the long series 
of embankments employed in connection 
with the canal project. 

In regard to the western division from 
the lake to the Brito the report says: 

“The information with reference to the 
site proposed for the La Flor dam indi- 
cates that its construction is imprac- 
ticable and the committee suggests an al- 
ternative low level route which offers no 
special difficulties in construction. 

“‘As to the terminus at the Brito the com- 
mission suggests the desirability of 
moving it southward from the location 
proposed by the company.”’ 

The report closes with the following: 

“The official estimate by the company 
of $66,466,880 is insufficient for the work. 
In several important cases the quantities 
must be greatly increased and in numer- 
ous cases the unit prices do not make 
proper allowance for the difference in 
cost of work between the United States 
and Nicaragua.’’ 

The provisional estimate is $133,472,893. 
It should be understood that the existing 
data are inadequate as a basis for esti- 
mating the cost of many of the sfruc- 
tures; some portions of the work may 
cost more, others less, but in the judg- 
ment of the board the entire project can 
be executed for about the total amount 
of its estimate. For obtaining the neceés- 
sary data for the formation of a canal 
project, eighteen. months’ time, covering 
two sessions and an expenditure of $350,000, 
will be required.

DEATH OF HON. W. H. ENGLISH. 


He Was a Capitalist, a Politician and 
a Litterateur. 

Indianapolis, February 7.—At 12:35 o’clock 
this afternoon Hon. William H. English, 
capitalist, politician and litterateur, cied in 
his rooms at English’s hotel, after an ill- 
ness of six weeks. He was unconscious 
for an hour before his death. Around nis 
deathbed were his son, Will FE. FEnglish; 
his daughter, Mrs. Rose Walling, of Chi- 
cago; Mr. and Mrs. Hall, Miss Hodzes, 
Mr. Englisn’s stencgraoher, and Dr. lrank- 
lin W. Hays, who attended him.

Madrid Was the Scene of Much Riotous 
Proceedings Yesterday. 


MOB RULE WAS IMMINENT 


Guards at the Palace Were Thoroughly 
Intimidated. 


TREASON WAS CRIED IN LOUD VOICE 


“Down with the King” Mingled with 
the Shout of “Long Live the 
; Republic.” 


Madrid, February 7.—This city was the 
scene today of a demonstration that would 
have required but very little to have turned 
it into a serious riét. As told in these 
dispatches on Tuesday last, a number of 
men hooted General Campos as he was 
driving to his residence from the railway 
station on his return from Cuba. 

A number of the hooters were arrested, 
and one of them broke away from the 
gendarmes who had him in custody, and 
sought to make his escape. The gendarmes 
fired twiee at him, and killed him. The 
shooting caused great excitement, and the 
government was bitterly condemned by the 
republicans. This afternoon the funeral 
of the victim took place, and was attended 
by an enormous crowd. 

Fully 12,000 men, most of whom were; 
republicans, marched to the cemetery, 
shouting for the entire distance: 

*‘Down with the police!”’ 

“Down with Campos!’’ 

“Long live the republic!” 

The government anticipated trouble, and’ 
there was a strong display of gendarmes, 
who, however, appeared to be afraid to 
interfere with the procession in any way, 
lest they provoke a riot. Consequently the 


crowd shouted itself hoarse until the ceme-. 


tory was reached, when the great assem- 
blage stood with bared heads until the 
funeral rites had been completed. 

The greater portion of the crowd then 
dispersed, but 2,000 of its number again 
formed in line and marched unmolested 
back to the royal palace, in front of which 
they gathered, unmolested, and shouted: 

“Death to the king!’’ 

“Death to the queen regent!” 

“Long live the republic!”

WHITE IN TROUBLE 


A Former Atlanta Man Threatened 
with Lynching. 


KILLED A NEGRO HACKMAN 


William White, a Newspaper Man, 
Shoots a Jehu in Jacksonville 
Who Asked for His Fare. 


Jacksonville, Fla., February 7.—About 7 
o’clock this morning William White, @ 
newspaper man, who has been employed on 
The Evening Metropolis, of this city, 
shot and instantly killed Robert Mitchell, 
a negro hackman. The tragedy occurred 
in front of White’s home and was witness- 
ed by Mrs. White, who was standing in 
the door. It seems that White has been 
drinking heavily for some days and early 
this morning he engaged Mitchell to drive 
him home. When White’s home was reach- 
ed he handed the negro 20 cents. Mitchel 
claimed that 5 cents more was due him and 
a quarrel followed. About this time Mrs. 
White appeared in the doorway and White 
turned to her and asked for 5 cents. Then, 
without waiting for his wife to reply, White 
turned toward the negro, drew a pistol and 
fired, the bullet striking Mitchell in the 
left eye and causing instant death. White 
then entered the house, which was soon 
surrounded by an angry crowd of negroes, 
threatening to lynch Mitchell’s slayer. For- 
tunately, however, officers arrived in time 
to prevent this and White was taken to 
jail. 

White is about thirty-five years of age 
and is a native of Charleston, 8. C. He 
came here about eighteen months ago from 
Elberton, Ga., where he owned a newspa- 
per. He is a man of fine acquirements, but 
has been on a protracted spree recently. He 
returned from a visit to Charleston 
Wednesday night. Mrs. White is appar- 
ently not more than twenty years of age. 
She is a native of Columbus, Ga., and mar- 
ried White last year. She is completely 
prostrated by the tragedy and left for 
Greenwood, 8S. C., this afternoon, where it 
is said White has wealthy relatives. 


White Well Known in Atlanta. 

Billy White, up to about two years ago, 
Was a resident of Atlanta; at least he 
claimed Atlanta as his home. 

He was known as one of the best and 
most successful engineers of weekly papers 
in the country, and almost at will dropped 
out of Atlanta to accomplish a piece of 
enterprising work in some weekly paper. 
Almost before he was missed he was in 
Atlanta again with every assurance that 
he had succeeded. He was for quite a 
while connected with Dodson’s printers’ 
supply house as a salesman and as a book- 
keeper. In both positions he won the con- 
fidence of his employer and the respect of 
every one with whom he came in contact. 

About two years ago he went to Elberton, 
where he made a trade issue of The Star, 
printed in that town. It was one of the 
prettiest, most complete and most success- 
ful pieces of trade work ever put out from 
a small office in the south, and many were 
the compliments The Elberton Star and 
White received after the paper came out.

WHAT REPUBLICAN CHAIRMAN 
HOLTON SAYS. 


The Republicans of North Carolina 
Will Not Join the Populists 
on Butler’s Plan. 


Raleigh, N. C., February 7.—(Special.)— 
Republican State Chairman Holton was 
specially interviewed today regarding 
Senator and State Populist Chairman 
Marion Butler’s address, which is a call 
for the formation of a silver party. Holton 
said: 

“Butler intends to carry out his views 
expressed at the state silver conven:ion 
last September. His address I had expected 
for some time. He knows it would have 
been disastrous to amalgamate the popu- 
list and republican parties on an issue on 
which they are not in accord. We spent 
many sleepless nights two years ago try- 
ing to get our parties together on Iccal 
issues. Butler represents the organiza- 
tion of his party in his address, but the 
rank and file are not altogether in ac- 
cord with him, so far as local issues go. 

‘‘Many of his people are dependent on 
republican votes for re-election and these 
fear they might be left in a new and uncer- 
tain deal. It will be impossible for him 
to control in county matters. By a divis- 
ion of local offices with populists local 
leaders we will be able to control three- 
quarters of the populist vote. Butler has 
lost the strongest means of organization— 
the Farmers’ Alliance—and has not had 
accessions to his party by that means. 
The organization of the alliance in near- 
ly every county is languishing as mem- 
bers see that all benefits promised are 
abandoned and that only one issue is 
jeft—free and unlimited silver coinage—and 
that this will be led by Senator Tillman. 
Butler will not carry 5,000 republican votes 
with him. The 135,000 republican voters will 
not abandon their republicanism at the 
suggestion of any man. In North Carolina 
we will carry at least three-quarters of 
the populists with a large number of the 
business element of the democratic party. 
Butler has put his power to a supreme 
test. It will not stand with the republicans, 

“We are willing to deal fairly with popu- 
lists on state issues, but when Butler pro- 
poses to force us to abandon allegiance to 
our national organization no self-respect- 
ing republican will consider it for an in- 
stant. He will form his new silver party 
as far as he can. If he carries out his plans 
the republicans will, without doubt, sweep 
the state. We will treat the populist local 
element fairly and concede it the right to 
its convictions on national questions, 

“Fusion on the electoral ticket is im- 
possible, for I take it Butler will control 


the state populist organization ahd we 
do not wish such fusion, for, as 1 have 
above stated, it would be disastrous, But- 
ler will carry with him perhaps 20,000 sil- 
ver democrats, but will lose more than 
that number of his populist people who 
will vote the republican ticket. We know 
quite well the sentiment of the pnovulist 
rank and file. It is for fusion On the state 
ticket. Our deal with the populists i®% simply 
an arrangement and we will use it for 
obtaining their votes for our state and 
national tickets.

HANGING IN A CELL. 


HENRY CHASTAIN ATTEMPTED 
SUICIDE THIS MORNING. 


He Tied a Shirt Around His Neck and 
Fastened It to the Top of His 
Cell, Jumping Off. 


Henry Chastain, a young man who re- 
sides at 150 Waterhouse street and who is 
employed at the DeLoach mill, attempted 
to hang himself at police headquarters at 
1 o’clock this morning. He used an under- 
shirt as a noose and when cut down by an 
officer fell to a bunk limp and loose. 

The young man was arrested a short 
time before midnight by Sergeant Ball and 
Officer McCurdy. He was found drunk in 
the eastern section of the city and when 
locked up was rather boisterous and out of 
his mind. He raised considerable disturb- 
ance in the vicinity of the Boulevard and 
when locked up Kept hammering on the 
wall of his cell and slamming the iron 
bunks up and down. He shouted at the 
top of his voice, but little attention was 
paid to him, the officers thinking that he 
would sober up in the atmosphere of the 
prison without harming himself. 

At 1 o’clock the station house janitor, 
Henry Beatty, passed through the corri- 
dor of the prison and heard a groaning 
sound in one of the cells. At that time a 
prisoner ih the same cell with Chastain 
began shouting for help and told the janitor 
that a man in the cell was hanging him- 
self. Officer John Abbott and others ran to 
the cell and found Chastain suspended in 
the air. He was breathing with difficulty 
and it could be seen that time was nearly 
up with him. He had fastened an under- 
shirt around his neck and tied it to the cell 
top. Standing on the bunk in the cell he 
jumped off into space and remained there 
for some time before he could be reached 
by the officers. 

When Officer Abbott cut the crazy youth 
down he fell on the iron bunk with a thud 
and knocked the hanging fever out at 
once. The fall sobered the young man as 
soon as he regained his breath and after a 
time he resumed his normal condition. Had 
he not been cut down promptly life would 
soon have expired. His companion in the 
cell, V. B. Hickock, stated that he had 
cut the young man down two or three times 
a short time previous to the arrival of the 
officers but let him alont at last, tiring of 
the work.

George Johnson swung himself off 
into space in the same manner Thursday 
night. He tied a shirt to the cell top and 
the other end around his neck and leapea.

Will Make the Race for Congress in 
the Second District—A Strong 
Declaration for Silver. 


Albany, Ga., February 7.—(Special )}— 
Hon. Jesse W. Walters, of this city, is 
Squarely in the race for congress from 
the second district. He announces this 
fact to the people of the district in a 
ringing address, which outlines clearly and 
forcefully his position on the questions 
now before the people, giving, as he says, 

A Plain, candid statement of my convic- 
tions on the issues that will be involved,”* 

At the outset of his address Colonel 
Walters says: 

“In doing this I do not deem it necessary 
for me to make any great protestations 
of my political faith, for the complexion 
of my political househeld has never at 
any time been a question of doubt. If I 
had ever been a political wanderer in a 
Strange land, worshiping false gods and 
had recently returned to the house of my 
fathers a political prodigal, it then larzht 
be in order for me to indulge in a prcfu- 
sion of apologies and protestations of {faith 
and loyalty, so that an enjoyment of the 
‘fatted calf might be realized.” 

He declared it is his firm conviction that 
the government of this country “siuould 
be so administered as to give the greatest 
amount of good to the greatest number 
of its own citizens, independent of all oth- 
er governments;’’ he declared in favor of 
the repeal of the 10 per cent tax on the 
issue of state banks: declared for a tariff 
for revenue, stating that “all tariff is nec- 
essarily protective,”” and he does not be- 
lieve that it should all be placed on manu- 
factured goods and none on raw products, 
for the producer of raw materials has as 
much right to protection as the manu- 
facturer. 

lie declares his opposition to the cen- 
tralization of wealth and power and be- 
lieves in maintaining the executive, ju- 
dicial and legislative branches of govern- 
ment independent of each other, “without 
invasion or coercion by the executive.” 
On this same line he declares: “I am op- 
posed to a corruption of the executive ap- 
pointing power to office by using it as a 
means to coerce legislation.’’ 


Against Bond Issues. 


Upon the subject of the issuance of bonds 


says: 

“Il am opposed to the issuance of interest- 
bearing bonds in times of peace. 

**“T condemn and am opposed to the 
private sale of public securities, wherever 
and whenever done. 

“I am opposed to speculation and the 
acquisition of wealth by a president of 
the United States while in office. It leads 
to demoralization and a corruption of the 
public service. 

“I am opposed to that band of eastern 
men calling themselves democrats erect- 
ing the gold crazs under the democratic 
banner and leading the rank and file of 
the democratic party, bound hand and 
fcot, to the ‘golden calf of John Sherman 
bearing the inscription: ‘This is the time- 
honored democratic dcctrine; none are 
democrats who fail to worship here.’ 

“I am opposed to the methods of eastern 
so-called democrats contributing large 
sums of money to control the nomination 


_of both the democratic and republican can- 


didates for president and pledging in ad- 
vance high official position in return for 
the giving of corruption funds. This is 
party treason, corruption and perfidy that 
no. honest citizen should tolerate.’’ 


The Financial Question. 
Getting to’ the financial question, he de- 


clares: 

“I am unalterably opposed to the so- 
called ‘sound’ money doctrine of the pres- 
ent administration. If it is right, we are 
republicans and not democrats. If it is 
right, we southern democrats owe John 
Sberman the most abject apologies. If it 
is right, every southern senator, except 
four, and a great majority of soyvthern 
representatives, together with our lament- 
ed Colquitt, are political tricksters and 


traitors. \ 

“I beKeve in the free and unlimited coin- 
age of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 and 
gold as now coined; and that both gold 
and silver when so coined should be full 
legal tender money in the payment of 
all debts, both public and private, Our 
silver dollar should be maintained on a 
parity with gold. This can only be done 
by equality under thg law with gold at the 
mints and as legal tender money. The 
mint creates the demand. Any restriction 
or limitation on its coinage at the mints 
will absolutely create disparity. When 
Silver’s mint value at the ratio of 16 to 
1 with gold and its bullion value are equal 
then the silver dollar will be on a parity 
with the gold dollar. Any coinage of sil- 
ver less than the total amount offered 
at the mint restricts the demand and will 
create a surplus to be sold as a commodity. 
The price obtained for this surplus will fix 
the bullion price and equality cannot ob- 
tain. This is the universal law, of all pro- 
ductions. It follows, then, that there must 
not be a surplus, but that all must be 
coined at the mints that is offered. You 
may now buy the amount of silver bullion 
that is in our dollar for about 50 cents. 
That is its commodity value. It has no 
mint value; the mints are closed to it. 
The same piece you bought for 580 cents 
when it bears the government’s stamp is 
worth one dollar. Why is that? The 
‘sound’ money men say it is bkécuuse the 
faith of the government is pledged to 
maintain it on a parity with gold. What 
faith? What faith does the government 
pledge for it? None at all. It is net re- 
deemed in gold or anything else. It stands 
on its own merit under the law. It is 
stamped a dollar and the law says you 
shall take it in discharge of debts for a 
dcllar. It and the gold dollar, under the 
law, go hand in hand, the on? buying as 
much as the other, and paying as much 
debt as the other.” 

A Closing Exhortation. 

In closing Colonel Walters exhorts the 
pecple of the district in this way: 

‘Now, my fellow countrymen, you must 
align yourselves with one side or the 
other—the single gold standard on one 
side and the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver at 16 to 1 on the other. There is not 
and cannot be any middle ground. Every 
man who is not in favor of 16 to 1 is 
against bimetallism and in the great con- 
test is worthless to the silver cause. Don’t 
be deceived by straddlers. These are my 
convictions. I shall advocate them with 
all the enerzy that I possess with the 
hope of at least aid'ng to save the great 
mass of our people from a condition of 
pauperism equal to that of European na- 
tions. If you honor me with yoar support 
to the extent of election I pledge you my 
best efforts in this great contest.”

KEENER IS SANE. 


THAT WAS THE VERDICT OF THE 
JURY ON THURSDAY. 


Large Crowd at Clayton at the Trial 
of Keener on a Writ of 


Lunacy. 


Clayton, Ga, February 7.—(Special.)— 
Quite a crowd attended the trial of W. 8. 
Keener yesterday for insanity, notwith- 
standing the superabundance of mud. 
Judge J. B. Estes, of Gainesville, and his 
son, Hubert, were present in the interest 
of the petitioner and their former client, 
and Solicitor General Thompson was on 
hand for the state, although the state was 
not named as a party to the investigation. 

Every one present expected a war of 
words, and an exhibition of legal talent on 
the part of the attorneys, such as is usual- 
ly incident to a great legal battle, but in 
this they were disappointed. 

The lawyers displayed a modest timidity 
in offering their assistance to the jury that 
would do credit to a young country maiden 
in her teens on the occasion of a visit by 
her first sweetheart. They frankly ad- 
mitted that there was not much law in 
this state on the subject of such trials, 
and that they feared they did not com- 
prehend the significance of what there was. 
The jury conducted the investigation in 
its Own way, and returned a verdict that 
“Keener is sane.’’ 

This leaves nothing in the way of the en- 
forcement of Governor Atkinson’s sen- 
tence, that he be executed on the l4th 
instant. 


A BULLET IN HER LUNGS. 


Attempt of Sallie Morris To End Her 
Existence. 

Augusta, Ga., February 7.—(Special.)— 
| In a bagnio at the corner of Jones and 
Marbury streets, conducted by Agnes Leh- 
man, one of the inmates, Sallie Morris, 
lies at death’s door with a bullet hole 
through her lungs. 

Some time after 1 o’clock this morning 
a party of young men were making merry 
in the parlors. Several of the inmates of 
the house were there, and Sallie Morris 
among them. “! 

The woman had in her hands a pistol 
belonging to one of the young men, and 
there is said to have been some talk of 
suicide. Then it seems she turned the 
weapon on one of the young men and 
fired twice in quick succession. One bul- 
let passed through his coat and another 
through his trousers at the hip. 

The next bullet was aimed at the girl’s 
own heart. It entered her breast and 
lodged in the muscles of her back, going 
through her lungs. She has lingered in a 
critical condition all day and is still alive 
tonight, but with little chance of re- 
viving. Ministers of the gospel have, at 
her request, been with her this afternoon. 

The foregoing are the facts as they are 
gathered today. In the event of her death 
the coroner’s inquest will probably bring 
out the whole story, if there be any more 
to it.

FOUND DEAD IN BED. 


Robert Blalock Dies at a Hotel in Car- 
rollton. 

Carrollton, Ga., February 7.—(Special.)-- 
Mr. Robert L. Blalock was found dead in 
his room in the new hotel this morning. 

Mr. Blalock arrived yesterday at noon 
from Hot Springs, Ark., where he had 
been for the last three weeks. On his ar- 
rival here he told several friends that he 
had come home to die, and now that he 
was here he was ready. 

When he left Hot Springs he said the 
phyéicians warned him of his approacn- 
ing death and that he prayed to be able 
to live untii he reached Georgia soil. Dur- 
ing the night he was taken with a pain in 
his head and a physician was sent for. 

Blalock requested some friends that were 
with him to go home, as he wanted to be 
by himself. By some it is thought that 
Mr. Blalock committed suicide, but tiis 
theory is not believed, as he had ro 
troubles.

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BONES BORROWED MONEY | 
WHILE HE WAS IN TEXAS, DEPU- 
Ty TENEYXYCK SAYS. 


And His Augusta Friends Say This 
Quiets the Report That He Was 
Flush of Funds. : 


Augusta, Ga., February 7.—(Special.)— 
There is nothing new in the Bones case, 
and unless there should be some settlement 
of the matter outside of the court, of which 
there is still talk, there can be nothing 
further until the preliminary investigation 
on the 17th. There is no disposition on the 
part of vour correspondent to harrass the 
parties with unnecessary publication, but 
there is one incident which puts a quietus 
on the ugliest phase of the gossip about 
the case, and which it is only justice to the 
defendant to give to the public. Imme- 
diately after Bones’s disappearance became 
known and the sensation was on every- 
bedy’s tongue, there were, among other ru-~ 


| mors, one to the effect that Bones had not 


lost all the money ‘involved in the case, 
but had carried off a considerable portion of 
it with him. This was not credited by 
Bones’s friecds, but it was a part of the 
gossip of the hour. 

The ircident which I have referred to i:e- 
futgs the possibility of this, and must set at 
rest any further discussion of that phase 
of the case. 

The story was told by Deputy Sheriff Ten- 
eyck. He said several E] Paso acquain- 
tances that Bones had made during his 
week’s stay there, came to the train to see 
him off the night they left for Augusta. AS 
Bones told one of the yotng men goodby, 
he said: “I’ll send you that $10 as soon as 
I get home.” The other fellow said: ‘‘Nev- 
er mind about that, old fellow, you’ve got 
enough trouble without worrying about 
that; just let it go.’’ ‘“‘No, sir,’’ said Bones, 
‘you helped me when I was a stranger and 
in need, and I will never forget you. 1 
will send the money as soou as I get 
home.” 

The fact that Bones was entirery out of 
money and had to borrow $10 from a strang- 
er while awaiting a remittance from rela- 
tives; the further fact that he had only a 
little change whem arrested, and when ar- 
rested he asked the sheriff to let him tele- 
graph home and stop a remittance that he 
had written for—th2se facts, added to the 
fact that he did not at once leave the coun- 
try, but spent several weeks Knocking 
about aimlessly through the west, furnish 
unanswerable circumstantial evidence that 
Bones lost the money in speculation before 
leaving Augusta, and did not carry with 
him any censiderable sum. 

While this demonstration is not necessary 
among Bones’s friends, it is only fair to 
give it to the general public in order to 
set at rest one phase of the gossip among 
those who did not know him. Bones de- 
clines, frem his own inclination, as well 
as by direction of his counsel, to be in- 
terviewed about any phase of the matter, 
but it was learned from Deputy Sheriff 

Tenayck, with whom Bones conversed 
pretty freely about his movements after 
leaving Augusta, that he went direct to 
New York from Atlanta and then drifted 
out west and spent some days at Cripple 
Creek, which he declared to be the tough- 
est place he ever saw. He went to Denver, 
and on down through Oklahoma into Tex- 
as, and to El Paso. He has been there a 
week when some unknown party pointed 
him out to the sheriff. 

El Paso is on the boundary line of Mex- 
ica and a street car line connects it with 
the Mexican town, El Paso del Norte, 
across the river. Bones had been back and 
forth looking around a bit. He was stop- 
ping at a hotel in El Paso on the American 
side, awaiting a remittance from home, for 
which he had written. So far as known he 
was ignorant of the’ fact that any effort 
was being made to effect his arrest. 

The rest of the story has been told; the 
case is now in the courts; the issue of facts 
has been made up and it remains for the 
judge to declare what offense the facts 
constitute under the law.

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CHARGED WITH THEFT. 


ARREST OF PARTIES AT STOCK. 
TON, NEAR VALDOSTA.

It Is Said They Are Members of a 
Regular Band of Thieves—Their 
Trials. 


A sensational report of an organized gang 
of thieves is brought today from the little 
town of Stockton, twenty miles east of 
this city. Last week Paul Dees, a promi- 
nent farmer of the place, together with his 
son, John, and a gsunein-law, Robert 
Warren, were arrested upon the charge of 
stealing, and a commitment trial was to 
have been held, but was postponed by the 
attorney for the defense. 

Since then others have become impli- 
cated in the numerous thefts that have 
occurred in that locality for the last six 
months, and on yesterday three of the citi- 
zens were sent to jail in default of bonds. 
They were Robert Warren, John Pigue 
and Babe Moore. Two others gave bond 
and were released until the April term of 
court. 

During the last six months there has 
hardly been a man in the whole section 
who has not missed chickens, hogs, cattle, 
etc., from his place and all efforts to 
catch up with the thieves have been with- 
out avail. Negroes in the neighborhood 
have been closely watched and on some 
occasions arrest was threatened until their 
innocence was shown beyond doubt. It soon 
developed that the negroes had been the 
heaviest losers from the raids, all of them 
having lost their stock, etc., at different 
times. No one dreamed that an organized 
band of white men was doing the stealing 
until a few days ago when tracks were 
*followed for several days from the place 
where the thefts were committed. These 
tracks invariably led to the home of 
John Dees and Robert Warre.:. 

Last week citizens who had made them- 
selves detectives, found an excuse for visit- 
ing the homes, and identified chickens, 
turkeys, etc., which had been stolen in 
the neighborhood. It was then remembered 
that for a good while, some months bak, 
some of these same men ran a beef mar- 
ket at Stockton, arid after thinking awhile, 
no one knew of them having bought a ifth 
of the meat they solid.

' Volume of currency would be reached the 


this time is an adequate supply of sound 
money—that is, a circulating medium of 
Stable value and sufficient volume to meet 
the demands of domestic and foreign com- 
merce; and that such a currency must be 
based upon a material of intrinsic value 
and durable quality, but with such ad- 
juncts of elasticity as will preserve an 
equipoise between supply and demand. 

The burden of supplying such a currency 
is upon our general government, and this, 
until recently, it has sought to do by 
giving to gold and silver coined at our 
Inints a fixed value’'as money—thus laying 
the necessary foundation—and, to meet the 
demand for elasticity, building thereon our 
paper curency. But of late years silver has 
been withdrawn from the toundation, and 
as a sufficiency of gold cannot be procured 
to SUppOort a paper currency of such vol- 
ume as will meet the demands of com- 
merce, we find that stability of values has 
been destroyed, to the hurt of the debtor 
class, all wealth-producing euterpr.ses 
crippled and the great mass of our people 
brough t within the shadow of impending 
ruin. 

The exigencies of the case certainly de- 
mand a remedy. The vast majority of our 
people beleve it 
res.oration of s.lver to its former place 
in the monetary system of the country— 
that is, independent, free and unlimited 
cOiuage at the ratio of 16 to 1. 

But it is objected that, in spite of our 
aimost unlimited resources, the credit of 
the government is not strong enough to 
maintain as a stable measure of values a 
currency so constituted. The answer is 
that it has done so. But monometallisis 
insist that other nations have since de- 
monetized silver, and, if we now return to 
such a poiicy, we would, among the na- 
tions, stand practically alone. Well, are 
we not strong enough to maintain a finan- 
cial policy of our own, as we have done 
our political integrity, in spite’ of opposi- 
tion from without? Some our our best 
informed statesmen think so, and earnest-

Resolutions Will Be Adopted Asking 
Dr. Strickler To Decline His Call 
to a Professorship. 


A full attendance of the congregation 
of the Central Presbvterian church is call- 
ed for tomorrow morning. 

Directly after the morning services a 

meeting of the congregation will be held 
for the purpose of urging the pastor to 
remain in his present field of labor, Sever- 
al months ago Dr. Strickler was called to 
the chair of theology in Union Theological 
seminary. This call was not the first one 
which Dr. Strickler has received and he 
was given a year in which to make up his 
mind. 

Dr. Strickler has served the congregation 
of the Central Presbyterian church for 
nearly fourteen years. Each year of his 
ministry has only increased the esteem in 
which he is held by the members of his 
ebureh, and every persuasive argument 
that his friends can bring to bear upon 
him will be employed to keep him here. 

Dr. Strickler has not as yet considered 
the call. As the time draws near, how- 
ever, for him to announce his decision, 
the members of his congregation are be- 
ginning to feel somewhat alarmed, The 
call is in many respects a most tempting 
one. The Union Theological seminary is 
Dr. Strickler’s alma mater and Virginia 
is his native state. Though he nas formed 
many delightful and sacred ties in Georgia, 
the still more sacred ties of friendship 
bind him to the Old Dominion, Dr. Strick- 
ler has spent nearly twenty-five years of 
his life in the ministry and the offer of a 
college professorship comes to him at a 
most critical season. There are many who 
believegthat Dr. Strickler should devote 
himself to the education of young men 
for the Presbyterian ministry and who 
contend that his mental endowment is es- 
sentially that of a teacher. As a profound 
legician and theologian he has no superior 
in the southern Presbyterian church and 
doubtless. few equals in the more exten- 
sive domain of the northern general assem- 
ny the sermon is concluded tomorrow

Dr. Payne, of the board of education, . 


gpoke to the conference and said: 

“The church is now extending a foster- 
ifs care over all Methodist Episcopal 
schools and is making each institution 
feel that it is a part of a great whole. 
There is an educational senate composed 
of fifteen men from representative educa- 
tional institutions which quietly supervises 
the course of study for all the schouls. 

“The board of education aided 1,540 stu- 
dents in the Methodist Episcopal church 
institutions last year by loans of money.” 
The doctor urged the preachers to al- 
ways observe children’s day in every Sun- 
day school. 

Bishop Foster's address to the class of 
young probationers was the main feature 
of the conference so far. He said tn part: 

“This conference must at once prepare 
to guard its doors and keep unworthy ap- 
plicants out. Any man worthy of the 
office of Minister must not only be a holy 
man, but a man loaded down with 
thoughifulness, Kivery minister must 
have a study; if he only has & single- 
roomed cabin, ene corner of it should he 
utilized for the presecution of his studies, 


BISHOP FOSTER. | 
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& result the members of the church in 
their poverty consecrated their money and 
built Cocksbury college on the beautiful 
Chesapeake bay. Asbury was the first 
president. In a few years it was burned to 
the ground, was moved to Baltimore and 
was burned again. 

“The first college was built in 1822 at Au- 
gusta, ©. It has been a remarkable institu- 
tion, and our present Bishop Foster was 
among its first students. In 1831 came Wes- 
leyan university on the banks of the Con- 
necticut river, where Bishop Mallilieu  re- 


| ceived his collegiate training. John Demp- 


Ster, the great theologian of Methodism, 
founded Garrett institute in 1848 at Con- 
cord, N. H. 

“Today, as a result of these first schools 
of our church, we have more than two 
hundred institutions of learning and fifty- 
six of these are colleges. Now the board 
of education proposes to have one first-class 
academy in every conference. They don’t 
need any more, and they could not sustain 
more than one if they had them. 

“Our educational institutions own proper- 
ty amounting to $26,000,000 in this country, 
and have a total enrollment of 43,000 stu- 
dents. We number 2,750,000 children in our 
Sunday schools. The board has aided 6,000 
students, three-fourths of whom have gone 
into the ministry or missionary work. 

“I sincerely hope we will soon be able to 
build a first-class academy in your confer- 
ence. You are a part of our great church, 
which wants to do all it can for you and 
expects you to do all you are able for 
yourselves.”’ 

The programme for today embraces many 
interesting features.

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Georgia Methodist Conference if 


“A preacher must be intensely spiritual 
and industrious. He must be a pattern 
man and a pattern father; his wife must 
be a paitern helpmate and a pettern 
mother, and they must keep a model 
home. He and his family should dress bet- 
ter than his people, as his business re- 
quires his presence amongst the noblest 
of men. 

“A minister must not only have char- 
acter, but preparation. I have been a 
preacher for fifty-eight years and I have 
Spent fifty-nine years in close preépura- 
tion and I never worked harder in my 
life than I am working today. 

“Nothing but love ought to impel a 
minister, and truth is his sole instrument. 
He is not the best preacher who preaches 
the most Bible, but the one who gets out 
of the Bible the most truth and prepares it 
in the best possible clothing. How is he 
to get it? His mind must be employed 
with all fundamental questions. He ought 
to preach often when alone in order that 
he may hear his own effort. He must 
not think the Bible is the only book, but 
he must feel that it is the first book, and 
that there are many. others. The man 
who does not study books will be loaded 
With inane ideas that are of no use. 

“A minister must pray. ‘Knee work’ is 
good enough if well done, but is of no use 
if poorly done. What we want is prayer 
work.” 

In reference to the work among the 
children the bishop said that he began 
preaching when he was thirteen years old. 
“l was my own spiritual father and was 
converted under my own preaching at 
twelve years of age. When I became a 
pastor I wrote all my sermons, but never 
read one in the pulpit. My sreat work has 
always been among the children. I have 
worked for them and prayed for them; I 
have loved them and they have loved me.

AHOME FOR ATLANTA | 


The City May Get One of Its Own 
Before Yery Long. 


And Mr. Day, the Senior Member of 
the Second Ward, Is at Work. 
What Has Been Done Before. 


Atlanta spends nearly $9,000 a year in 
rents and Councilman Day wants to stop 
this. - 

Over $5,000 of that money is paid to the 
chamber of commerce for homes for city 
Officers, and for a council chamber; $3,300 
of the money is given to the military with 


the understanding that it is to be used for 
paying armory rent. That is $8,700 of money 
Atlanta. actually burns up every year. 

With a city hall, coastructed as some mem- 
bers of the general council think it should 
be, Atlanta could. save the rent, even 
though the same amount went to pay the 
interest on a debt made to give Atlanta a 
city hall building. 

Since Atlanta gave up the old city hall 
on Capitol hill, where the state house now 
stands, she has been without a city hall, 
and has been a tenant by lease. Just. as 
the state began tearing away the old city 
hall to start the new statehouse the cham- 
ber of commerce was reaching completion 
and the city secured quarters in that 
building for a term of years. When the 
pick of the laborer employed in removing 
the old city hall drove the city officers and 
the archives of Atlanta out of that old 
building they moved into the chamber ot 
commerce taking the first floor. The coun- 
cil chamber was planted on that floor and 
around it the offices were scattered. It 
Was just at that period Atlanta took on a 
growing turn and within a short time the 
one floor was too small. The council 
chamber was moved to the second floor and 
the first was given up to the marshal, the 
clerk, the assessor, the collector and other 
Officers of the city government. The coun- 
cil chamber, with the mayor’s office, was 
removed to the second flioor, and on that 
same floor the board of health was given 
a home. Subsequently the mayor was 
driven from that floor to the third floor, 
where larger and better apartments were 
given him, but apartments none too large 
for the demands upon the chief execu- 
tive during his office hours. 

More than once since Atlanta became a 
tenant has an attempt been made to se- 
cure for the city a permanent and appro- 
priate home, and twice the proposition 
came very near winning out. During Mr. 
Howell's first term as alderman he was 
chairman of the committee on public build- 
ings. At the time Mr. Howell was made 
chairman of that committee it was one of 
the standing committees which attracted 
no attention and was usually passed over 
during the session of the council when the 
call of committees was made with the re- 
sponse from the chairman of “no report, 
your honor.”’ 

But Mr. Howell was not long at the head 
of that committee until he began working 
for a city hall. Resolutions looking to one 
came from him frequently and an occasion- 
al ordinance cropped out. 

Delegated by the committee on public 
buildings and grounds to perfect a paper 
for the general council from that commit- 
tee Mr, Howell opened negotiations with 
Mr. Inman for the large lot on Mitchell! 
and Forsyth streets, backed up by Thomp- 
son street, and in a report to the general 
council showed that the lot could be pur- 
chased for city hall purposes. 

At one time it looked very much like the 
city would acquire Ahe property, but the 
trade fell through. 

Then again just before the o!d capitol, 
the building the Venables bought, was to 
be gold, Mr, Howell, as a member of the 
public buildings and grounds committee 
gnd the finarice committee, bid on that 
thar d It was thougint then tnrat the 
ire department headquarters, which was 
eontemplated, and the poiice department, 
which was booked for a change from Pryor 
street, could be located in the old building 
and yet leave all the room the city would 
need. At a joint meeting of the two com- 
mittees—-a secret ineeting—Mr. Fiowell was 
instructed to bid to a Imit given on ti 
property. At the public sale Mr. Howell 
went to the limit and Atlanta lost ihe 
building. Since that time talk about a 
city hall has been short and infrequent. 

but it was revived during the session 
cf the general council Thursday after- 
noon. 

Mr. Inman opened the work bv present- 
ing a resolution requesting the mayor to 
appoint a committee to confer with the 
Venable brothers relative to a contract 
vith them for space in the new buliding 
they are going to erect on the site of the 
old capitol building. 

Later during the session Mr. Day pre- 
sented a resolution showing that Atlanta 
spends annually about $9,000 for rents and 
in appropriating money to the military 
companies to pay armorv rent. The reso- 
lution provided for the appointment of a 
special committee of five to take into 
consideration the advisability of purchas- 
ing ground for a city hall and the erectiun 
of a building. 

“Tt think,’”’ said Mr. Day yesterday, “‘that 
Atlanta ought to ave a home of her 
own and it is about time We were begin- 
ning to get cne. Atlanta has been a renter 
for many years and it is about time we 
were getting a place of our own.”’ 

“Where can you get a lot?’ was asked. 

“That is something for the comrnittee 
to decide,”® said Mr. Day. “There are 
any number of lots that would suit, but it 
does not follow that the amount of money 
the owners would want would suit the 
city. Tne matter is yet too embryonic to 
eonsider.”’ 

Mr. Inman says that if Atlanta will, by 
a vote, authorize the issue of bonds tc 
build a city hall—and that is the only way 
it can be done—a city hall can be built for 
$200,000 or $250,000 which will give Atianta 
2 permanent home and give tne money now 
spent in rents to pay the interest on the 
debt. 

Mr. Inman is now figuring on the plan 
and at the same time studying the 
issue of the bonds that would neces- 
sary. 

The building contemplated would not 
only give the city a home, but an armory 
and home to the military of Atlanta. 


DICE SAYS NOTHING. 


THE ALLEGED COUNTERFEITER 
ADOPTS THAT POLICY.

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He Refuses To Testify Before the Grand

On returning to 
Atlanta the deputy marshal was stricken 
with paralysis.

Recently the case in which 
his testimony was needed was taken up, 
but his testimony was not forthcoming. The 
evidence against Dice is overwhelming and 
the district attorney says his guilt can be 
easily established.

A Magnificent Specimen of Manhood. 
One of the Leading Insurance 
Men of the South. 


The funeral of Mr. W. L. Jeter will oc- 
cur from his late residence, ll Jackson 
street, this afternoon at 2 o’clock. 

Dr. T. R. Kendall, the pastor of Grace 
church. on the Boulevard, will conduct the 
services. Mr. Jeter belonged to this 
church and, though his business engage- 
ments frequently called him away from 
the city, his life was that of a consistent 
Christian. No man was more. entirely 
free from the sham of hypocrisy. 

Genial and happy-hearted he always had

shine of smiles. His death is not only a 
sore bereavement to the members of his 
home circle, but to hundreds who had 
known him in the stern paths of: business 
life and who valued him as one among a 
thousand. 

The announcement of his death which 
appeared in these columns yesterday morn- 
ing was a very great surprise to many 
who were not even aware of his illness.

From the start his physician realized that 
the situation was a desperate one, .but 
the best of medicag skill was invoked: and 
this, associated wth the tender nursing 
of his devoted we, who remained con- 
stantiy at his bedside, was freely em- 
ployed to overcome the ravages of the 
fever, but in vain. Death quietly crept 
over him as he lay upon his bed of suffer- 
ing and the strong, vigorous man slept 
as calmly as a little child. 

Mr. Jeter was a man of handsome 
structure and of stalwart physical pro- 
portions. He was capable of performing a 
vast amount of work and was never lack- 
ing in vitality or strength. His health was 
perfect until just before his death and he 
was rarely ever known to complain of 
physical discomfiture. For a rmumber of 
years Mr. Jeter was identified with 
insurance business in the _ soutn.

ABOUT PIEDMONT PARK. 


COUNCIL COMMITTEE ON ITS PUR- 
CHASE TO MEET 


Chairman Dimmock Will Probably 
Call a Meeting of His Committee 
in a Few Days. 


Chairman Dimmock, of the special coun- 
cil committee appointed to report on the 
advisability of the city purchasing Pied- 
mont park, has not yet called a meeting of 
that committee. He stated yesterday that 
he did not know when a meeting would be 
called. 

The special committee will probably meet 
in a few days and take the matter under 
consideration. It is likely that the officers 
of the Piedmont park company will be in- 
vited to meet with the committee to talk 
the matter over and something tangible 
may result from the conference. 

The council committee meeting has been 
delayed on account of the absence of Chair- 
man Dimmock from the city. Now that he 
has returned a meeting may at any time 
be called and the question of the proposed 
purchase of the grounds for city park pur- 
poses will become an interesting one. 

It is understood that the Piedmont peo- 
ple will be asked to submit a proposition 
to the special committee. The city at pres- 
ent holds an option on the grounds given by 
the Piedmont company nearly a year ago. 
The company agreed to sell the property 
to the city for $160,000, and that option will 
expire at an early date. It is said that 
some members of the special committee 
will demand a better proposition than that 
and it may be that the matter will hang 
fire between the committee and the Pied- 
mont authorities. 

The Piedmont officers state that they 
have not been advised of:the intention of 
the special committee, but that if they are 
invited to talk the matter over they will 
do so. Whether a new proposition will be 
made is a question unanswerable at this 
time. It is likely that the committee will 
invite the Piedmont company officers to dis- 
cuss the matter and the position of both 
sides in the question will be brought out. 

There is considérable interest being shown 
in the matter, and it is a certainty that the 
proposed purchase of the property by the 
city will bring about a lively issue. Many 
advocate the need of a public park on the 
north side and argue that the present op- 
portunity to buy the Piedmont grounds: at 
a figure to be agreed upon, is a golden one, 
if the price is reasonable. The friends of 
the proposition claim that the north side 
is entitled to the park by right. 

The opposition to the proposed purchase 
argue the financial condition of the city 
as a reason for the abandonment of the 
scheme. They say that the city has not 
sufficient money to keep its present parks 
in first-class condition.

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RAILROADS AIDING THE IMidI- 
GRANTS. ' 


Greatly Interested in the Movement 


and Immigrants Will Get 
Rates. : 


Some of the railway officials are taking 
a deeper interest in the immigration move- 
ment to the south than they have ever done 
before. A recent article in The Constitu- 
tion on the Georgia fever which is abroad 
in the states to the northwest, has attract- 
ed a great deal of attention and has awak- 
ened a livelier interest in the possibilities 
of immigration than has heretofore existed. 
While it is true that the roads have been 
spending a large sum of money in the ag- 
gregate in various ways, and in some very 
excelient ways, the presidents and man- 
agers themselves have not fully appreciat- 
ed to what extent the desire to come south 
has taken hoid of the farmers and me- 
chanics of the states above the Ohio and 
north and west of the Missouri. 

Each manager of a railroad knows in a 
general way of the movement into the ter- 
ritory along his line, but it is only by actual 
contact with numbers and numbers of peo- 
ple from different sections of the country 
that this can be learned. 

Old-timers remember the gold fever in 
’49. Since then there have been other fe- 
vers or lesses degree, but none more wide- 
spread than this one which extends from 
the Canadian border to the Mexican bound- 
ary, and from the state of Ohio to the Pa- 
cific coast. This may sound extravagant, 
but within the last ninety days settlers have 
come into Georgia from New Mexico, the 
Dakotas, the state of Washington and all 
the country lying between. A few weeks 
ago The Constitution told of a family which 
drove overland from Washington across the 
Rocky mountains, the vast prairies, the 
Missouri and Mississippi rivers and the 
southern tier of states to this state. Many 
families of settlers have driven on and 
are still moving across the hills and the 
valleys which ne in between the Chatta- 
hoocnee and the Rockies. Every day the 
prairie schooners are to be seen wending 
their laborious way to the fertile plains or 
Georgia, where the climate is ever mild 
and the farmer makes two and three crops 
a year. 

‘lhe immigrants who come by wagon and 
by rail tell of the unrest in the northwest. 
The failure of crops for two successive 
years in some sections,, the cheapness of 
corn right now in the great cereal velt, and 
the intense cold everywhere, combine to 
drive the residents away. ‘The old pioneers 
do not dread selling out, packing up and 
moving south in search of a new nome, 
Hundreds of the immigrants who are com- 
ing to Georgia now are men who went out 
beyond the bounds of civilization twenty 
and thirty years ago and made tor them- 
selves a home in a country where white 
neighbors were a day’s travel away. 

in many a westerh county there are 
clubs, the members of which have organ- 
ized to start settlements in the south. The 
Fitzgerald organization has these clubs in 
a dozen states, and they represent a pop- 
ulation which now numbers more than W,- 
000 men, women and children, including 
those who have already come to Georgia. 

it is now preposed to strike the iron 
while it is hot, and some of the railway 
managers have been discussing the best 
plans for promoting the movement while 
the fever is on and before it subsides, as it 
is apt to do if it is not fed judiciously. 

The benelit to the state of a large im- 
migration movement of thrifty citizens is 
not underestimated by any of the trans- 
portation managers. The change im the 
method of agriculture which has been going 
on in the south for the last three years, 
has cut into revenues of the railways. The 
grain and hay traffic, for instance, is noth- 
ing like what it used to be in volume. This 
is because the Georgia farmers are raising 
their own hay and corn and oats. All 
the railroads are endeavoring to encour- 
are local traffic. They are especially anx- 
ious to bring under cultivation the thous- 
ands of acres of unimproved lands back 
from their lines. Some of the shrewdest 
business men in the country are studying the 
situation, and some of them declare that 
the next few years will see a movement 
of settlers to the south which set westward 
for twenty years, 


GIVEN UP IN DISGUST. 


Railroad Men Want the Prize Fight 
Rates Withdrawn. 


The railroads appear to have given up 
the hope of a prize fight between Fitzsim- 
mons and Maher. A few days ago the 
Southern Passenger Association made a 
special rate of 4 cents a mile for the round 
trip over lines in its territory. The lines 
to the west offered one fare for the round 
trip from Meridian, Memphis and New Or- 
leans. Now that more obstacles have been 
thrown in the way, some of the roads want 
the special rate withdrawn so that it will 
not interfere with their regular business, 
This matter will probably be settled today. 
There is no travel to El Paso through this 
part of the country. No New York sports 
have passed through Atlanta as yet bound 
for Texas, unless they went disguised as 
gentlemen.

A National Scandal. 

The country is just now witnessing 
the quadrennial scandal to which it is 
regularly treated by gue republican 
party. 

The presence in every southern state 
of paid agents of the various republi- 
ean candidates for the presidency, each 
one duly authorized and funded to pur- 
chase votes to the national convention, 
illustrates the worst abuse of the fran- 
chise yet attempted by any party or fac- 
tion. It is a favorite fad in the ultra- 
good newspapers of the Boston school 
to parade such abuses of the franchise 
as may be exhibited in southern elec- 
tions. It is a standing boast of the re- 
publican party that it represents the 
conscience, the culture and the civiliza- 
tion of the north; that upon its success 
depends the triumph of a pure ballot 
and honest government. The people 
have been treated with this style of lit- 
erature so long and so continuously 
that they have been almost educated to 
the point of regarding the great republi- 
can party as a galaxy of angels which 
would not stoop to the purchase of a 
vote nor the stuffing of a ballot box. 

While it is true that there are a great 
many ignorant democratic voters; that 

owing to the peculiar conditions in the 
south incidents happen not readily de- 
fensible; yet it is algo true that all these 
lapses are sporadic; that they represent 
neither the will nor the wish of the 
great body of the people. The strong 
and controlling sentiment in the south 
ix for a pure ballot, in that every man 
is permitted to vote for the candidate 
of his choice, and that the wholesale 
purchase of voters is something un- 
known. Whatever of it exists is in con- 
nection with ‘purely local contests, and it 
may be truthfully said that the state 
and national campaigns conducted in the 
south are upon a higher plane and show 
more freedom from corruption than such 
elections held elsewhere in the union. 

But the spectacle which is now before 
the country is not one which concerns 
the ignorant voter, nor in which the 
base and irresponsible are the partici- 
pants. It is a spectacle in which the 
governors of two of the greatest states 
in the union, a United States senator 
and the speaker of the house of rep- 
resentatives, all republicans, are en- 
gaged in the work of deliberately pur- 
chasing, open and above board, the 
votes of the southern states in the na- 
tional republican convention. The 
agents of these candidates, those high 
men who have so often preached about 
northern civilization and southern de- 
pravity, are now traveling over every 
part of the southern states, not seeking 
to spread political ideas, not advancing 
the honest claims of either candidate to 
the confidence of his party, nor urging 
the-voters to a high sense of duty which 
they owe their country, but deliberately 
bidding fortheir votes, conducting what 
might be called a public political auc- 
tion in which the delegate goes to the 
highest bidder. 

All this is done so shamelessly and so 
unblushingly that one might well fear 
for the safety of the republic when it 
is subject to such dangers as this pub- 

lie prostitution of the ballot indicates. 
Where is-the pure ballot when the can- 
_ @idate for office for which it is cast 
_ publicly purchased the office for which 
_ he is ronning? How can a president 

_ “meminated through such agencies set an 
: fhonest example io the people of the 
Count-y, or inspire-them with confidence 
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all this a question higher than parties, 
higher than offices; it is the safety of 
the republic itself. The southern states 
resent this debauchment of a portion of 
their voters by men who should know 


as exemplars of political integrity. 
Harassed by the injection into our 
political system of a class of voters 
neither prepared by education or expe- 
rience for the ballot, the southern 
states have struggled with the problem 
and our leading men, our newspapers, 


out of season, to bring about a condition 
of things in which honesty would con- 


the newly franchised voter would be in- 
telligent as well as conscientious, Much 
of this work is rendered nugatory at 
each succeeding presidential election by 
the open and unblushing bribery car- 
ried on by republican presidential can- 
didates, 

If there is a conscience in the republi- 
ean party, surely it will become aroused 
against these pernicious practices of 
its leaders. The rank and file of that 
party is composed of American citizens 
who love their country, who glory in its 
strength, and who have an abiding 
faith in its future. If these people 
would only awake to the scandalous 
campaigns pursued in the south by the 
republican candidates they would hurl 
them from place and consign them to 
the infamy which their conduct merits. 

The Constitution does not speak upon 
this subject as a partisan nor for 
the advantage of any party. We pro- 
test against the prestitution of the bal- 
lot, no matter by whom the wrong is 
committed. We would protest just as 
eafnestiy against its abuse by demo- 
erftic leaders, and while we are pow- 
erless to stop the present scandalous 
campaign, we will do our share in call- 
ing attention to it, and trust that the 
great republican masses of the. north 
will find some means by which they 
can rebuke such methods and assist 
the honest. people of the south in pun- 
ishing those who would vitiate the bal- 
lot and destroy the fountain spring of 
all authority in our country. 
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Riches Not Everything. 

In this day, when everything is meas- 
ured by a financial standard, it is re- 
freshing to come across a declaration of 
nature, in which the love and affection 
of the human breast is placed above the 
mere sordid possession of dollars and 
cents. 

This declaration comes from Justice 
yaynor, of the supreme court of New 
York. The case was one in which the 
possession of two little boys was being 
fought by their maternal grandmother. 
The ground upon which the plaintiff 
sought possession of the children was 
that she was rich and had it in her 
power to give her grandchildren all the 
advantages of wealth and station. Jus- 
tice Gaynor dismissed the writ. In 
doing so he thus told the story of the 
case: 

“These two little boys, eight and seven 
years old, having lost their father and 
mother, have since lived with their mater- 
nal grandmother, Bessie G. Reed, at Sta- 
pleton, Staten island. Her unmarried son 
and daughter are also of the household. 
The grandmother owns the modest: house 
in which they all live. She is the house- 
keeper and the son and daughter earn 
wages as skilled workers in Appleton’s 
bookbindery, and besides, these little boys 
have together an income of about $30 a 
month from property left by their parents. 
The household is thus comfortable and it 
is happy also. 

“The little boys are going to the public 
school. The daughter (their aunt) is a re- 
fined and attractive young woman. She is 
very fond of them. She is now deaf and 
dumb, though not born so, and they have 
become part of her life. She has taught 
them the sign language and I saw them all 
talking together. I have not been able to 
bring myself to take these little boys away 
from this family. It would be like two 
deaths in the house. I find it easy to re- 
fuse them to the stepfather. He is, in 
fact, trying by this writ to get them, only 
to deliver them over to their paternal grand- 
mother. I have not found it so easy to 
refuse her. She has a large estate and of- 
fers to make her will in their favor if their 
custody be given to her. But money is 
not everything in this short life. Those who 
have it know how delusive is the notion that 
it brings peace or happiness. I think it 
best to leave these children where they 
are; but their paternal grandmother ought 
to visit them and they ought to visit her. 
The reflections upon the other grandmother 
ought to be withdrawn. She is an intelli- 
gent, good woman. The writ is dismissed.” 

There is enough in the statement of 
Justice Gaynor to arouse the attention 
and to gain the approbation of every 
true man and woman. Wealth will do 
very well in its place, but there are 
many other things which count for far 
more than money. The self-respecting 
and God-fearing home furnishes a much 
better atmosphere for the development 
of correct principles than does the feted 
and luxurious aroma of extravagance, 
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Follow the Example of the South. 

The governors of the southern states 
have set a wholesome example to the 
rest of the country in the attitude they 
have taken with respect to the brutal 
displays of prize fighting that are so 
popular and so prevalent at the north. 

We are glad to see that this example 
has been followed by congress, which 
has prohibited prize fighting wherever 
the general government has jurisdiction. 
A law has been passed which prohibits 
prize fights and bull fights in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and insthe territories 
of the United States. A violation of 
this law is made a felony and its viola- 
tion is to be punished by imprisonment 
in the penitentiary for a period of not 
less than one year nor more than five 
years. 

This is a step in the right direction. 
The governors of the southern states, 
by taking prompt and decisive measures 
to prevent the brutal spectacle present- 
ed by a prize fight, have completely vin- 
dicated the civilization of the south from 
the charges so often made against it 
by our esteemed contemporaries of the 
north and east; and we heartily hope 
that the public sentinrent of those sec- 
tions will be prevailed upon finally to 
take measures to prevent a repetition 
of some of the disgraceful scenes that

Not. long 
ago there was a pugilistic encounter on 
Long Island, and the demoralizing and 
degrading exhibition was attended by 
large crowds. Worse than that, there 
has been quite recently a display of 
pugilism in Madison Square Garden, in 
the very heart of the metropolis. This 
disgusting exhibition, which would 
have been run out of the south incon- 
tinently, was attended by an audience of 
6,000 New Yorkers, and the brutes who 
were the features of the demoralizing 
spectacle pummeled and pounded one 
another in the style most approved by 
those who admire ruffianism. 

Let us hope that the enlightened pub- 
lic opinion of the north instead of wor- 
rying itself about southern civilization, 
will follow the example of that civiliza- 
tion and stamp out at once and forever 
that most rampant and disgusting form 
of brutality, the prize ring and its off- 
shoots.

Was He a Jew? 

Was Christopher Columbus a Jew? 

There are many enthusiastic Hebrews 
who claim that the discoverer of Ameri- 
ca was of their blood, and so strong is 
their belief that. $10,000 has been ex- 
pended upon the investigation of the 
subject, which was paid by Mr. Oscar 
Strauss, 

In the period of Spanish greatness the 
Jews played an important part. So nu- 
merous were they and so influential that 
they ruled the country almost as con- 
tinuously as though it was their own. 
Itis to men of Hebrew blood that Spain 
owed much of her success. The laws 
of the country, however, were proscrip- 
tive-of the Jewish faith, and hundreds 
of Hebrew families apparently con- 
formed to the religion of Spain in order 
that they might Tive in peace and pur- 
sue their vocations of life. It is stated 
that one of the cardinals of Spain 
while outwardly professing the Roman 
Catholic faith and working his way into 
its highest dignity was all the time a 
Jew, having a room in his house set 
aside as a synagogue in which his co- 
religionists could worship under his 
protection. 

The New York Tribune, in speaking 
of the early advent of Jews into the 
American continent, notices that one of 
the most valuable facts that have been 
unearthed is that at the time of the 
American revolution the one Jewish 
eongregation of New York divided on 
the question of patriots and tories. A 
perty headed by the rabbi was in favor 
of closing up the synagogue and joining 
the blue and buff to fight for freedom. 
The other section deciared that it was 
none of the synagogue’s affair; that 
they should keep along quietly and not 
injure their own affairs by taking sides 
against the soldiery of Great Britain. It 
was a hot discussion, but better counsel 
finally prevailed. The synagogue was 
closed up, the Jews dispersed, many 
of them joining the colonial troops, and 
it was not until thirteen vears after- 
wards that the institution was re- 
opened. 

Jertain it is that if Columbus was not 
himself a Jew he brought many of that 
faith in his wake, and they have been 
ever since among the foremost in de- 
veloping the new continent and in shap- 
ing the policies and the infinuences by 
which it has grown to greatness and 
prosperity. 
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Spanish Influence in Washington. 

Resolutions providing for the recogni- 
tion of the belligerent rights of the 
Cubans have been’ reported in both 
houses of congress in response to what 
seems to be the unanimous desire of the 
people of the country. The majority in 
both houses is anxious to adopt these 
resolutions at once, but there are ob- 
stacles in the way; in fact, it is about to 
be demonstrated that Spanish influence 
has arms long enough to reach to the 
very center of legislation and to put an 
end to a movement that is indorsed by 
the unanimous public sentiment of the 
country, and by a majority of the mem- 
bers of congress. 

As far back as the seventies it was 
demonstrated that a man high in the 
state department—a man close to the 
secretary—was the paid attorney of 
Spain, and was receiving a large salary 


from the Spanish government to look | 


after its interest in this country. We 
have no doubt that Spain has. her feed 
attorneys in Washington at this mo- 
ment, and that they are men of influ- 
ence who are able to control congress- 
men. 

If this were not so we should not have 
the spectacle of a congress anxious to 
pass resolutions recognizing the belliger- 
ent rights of the Cuban patriots and yet 
unable to do so on account of the obp- 
position of men who are described as 
“the older members.” Why should men 
who are “old members” of congress de- 
sire to deprive the Cubans of the sub- 
stantial results of American sympathy? 


Is it because they have fallen under the 


influence of the Spanish attorneys in 
Washington? We can imagine no other 
reason. 

As it is in the house, so it is in the 
senate. Senator Morgan intimates that 
the resolution may be pending in the 
senate for months, a very few men 
having the power, if they have the dis- 
position, to defeat the will of the peo- 
ple in this important matter. The real 
facts of the case seem to. be more sin- 
ister at bottom than they appear 
on the surface, and yet the people would 
like to know if Spain, by influencing a 
few men in Washington, can be able to 


Cuban belligerency. ‘The friendly and 
sympathetic attitude of the people of 
the United States does not involve en- 
mity of Spain, but is grounded in the 
nature of things; in the history and des- 
tiny of the republic; in the love of lib- 
erty; and in belief in popular govern- 
ment. | 

If our people did not sympathize with 
the efforts of the Cubans to free them- 
Selves from the oppressions of the 
Spanish monarchy—if they were not 
anxious to give definite and official 
shape to that sympathy—they would be 
unworthy to enjoy the blessings of 
freedoin. 

It is not the fault of the people that 
the Spanish arm, weak and impotent 
as it is in Cuba and among the sister- 
hood of nations, is strong enough and 
long enough to reach to the very center 
of our legislative halls and suppress 
there a series of resolutions which ex- 
press the sympathy of the people of the 
United States for the people of Cuba 
who are struggling to establish local 
self-government. 

The same Spanish influence that con- 
trolled the republican congress when 
the Cuban war was in progress i) 
seventies is controlling the present re- 
publican congress. At that time, as 
we have stated, a republican official, 
close to the secretary of state, was in 
the pay of Spain.

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A Texan Exposition. 

Delegates from all parts of Texas will 
assemble at Dallas on the.25th to con- 
sider the advisability of holding a grand 
exposition in which there will be dis- 
played before the world the progress of 
a great country which has grown up 
within the last seventy years. 

It is not the purpose to make this 
exhibition merely Texan, but to take 
in the entire country which was once 
known as Spanish territory and which

progress of the states formed out of 
this acquisition has been marvelous; 
growing into mighty states, with pros- 
perous communities, with well defined 
policies and equipped for the battle of 
futurity. It is to be hoped that the ven- 
ture will be entirely successful, as it is 
through such displays as this that we 
become better acquainted with the re- 
sources of our country and with the 
people who live in parts of it.

As to One Convention. 

We have seen no disclaimer of the 
fact so bluntly stated by The Quitman 
Free Press that the gold contractionists 
would be perfectly willing to have one 
convention only if they could muzzle 
the democratic voters and prevent them 
from expressing their views and opin- 
ions on the financial question. 

We are perfectly well aware, and so 
are the people, that the gold contrac- 
tionists would jump at the proposition 
for one convention if they thought that 
the delegates representing the people 
would permit themselves to be con- 
trolled by a minority or forego the duty 
and privilege of making a clear and un- 
mistakable declaration of the will of 
the people. All that the gold contrac- 
tionists desire is to suppress — public 
opinion if it is opposed to their views. 

They are perfectly well aware that if 
only one convention is held the people 
will be aroused to unusual activity, 
and that they will send delegates to the 
convention who thoroughly represent 
their views. In such a convention there 
will be no proxies and no opportunity 
for any element or faction to control. 
The voice of the convention will be the 
voice of the people wisely and conser- 
vatively expressed, and it will eom- 
pel all factions in the party to lay down 
their arms, adjust their differences and 
work harmoniously for the success of 
the party in state and nation. 

But if there are two conventions the 
trouble and expense of sending dele- 
gates to both will offset the ardor of 
the people, and the result will probably 
be that, instead of two conventions of 
the people, we shall have two conven- 
tions of politicians. Ordinarily, the 
politicians are very successful in giv- 
ing expression to the formalities of a 
‘ampaign; they know well how to 
frame the conventionalities; but we 
have now arrived at a period in the his- 
tory of the party when the politicians 
must necessarily consult the people and 
register their will, or abide the conse- 
quences. 

We want the people to speak out and 
save the party, to the end that they may 
employ the organization in restoring 
their prosperity and jin preserving their 
rights. We know well what would fol- 
low a declaration in favor of the sin- 
gle gold standard. The people would re- 
sent the effort to commit thern to this 
vicious republican doctrine. 

We think such a result would be ill- 
timed and unfortunate. Therefore we 
are in favor of one convention in which 
the people may give expression to their 
views by means of a party declaration 
which will bring out the whole people.

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A Story with a Moral. 

The story of the John Bones case, 
which has been fully presented in our 
Augusta dispatches, reads like a ro- 
mance, and while those who are famil- 
iar with its details feel the kindest sym- 
pathy for the young man, who has thus 
overwhelmed himself with trouble, they 
understand that the rugged road 
through which he is going is one of his 
own choice and that, whether taken as 
the result of circumstance or condi- 
tion, he must suffer the penalty of his 
misdeed. No doubt the young man, who, 
a few months ago, ranked among the 
most prominent of the younger business 
men of Augusta, has already suffered 
in mental anguish a thousand fold the 
measure of his error, but unfortunately 
for him the law does not accept such 
punishment, but administers its own. 

The downfall of this young man, 
whose career was so bright only a short 
while ago, is another illustration of the 
danger of speculation. Several months 
ago he speculated in cotton and it is 
said he cleared several thousand dollars 
in the transaction. Then he went deep- 
er and, instead of increasing his profits, 
it was only a short while before the 
money he had made was sunk in mar- 
ginal losses. Then he borrowed money 
and lost that. In a desperate effort to 
recoup he borrowed more and lost that. 
And then. in an avil bauer. it ia 2254 that 


receipts for cotton pledged to have been 
in his possession. The bank of Flem- 
ing, Thomas & Co., not questioning the 
pledge, advanced the money, and in the 
maddening effort to save himself he 
lost that in the maelstrom of specula- 
tion; and young Bones, a fugitive from 
justice, was caught in El Paso on his 
way to Mexico. 

A special published in The Constitu- 
tion two days ago might have been con- 
strued as censuring the banking firm of 
Fleming, Thomas & Co. for bringing 
Mr. Bones back to Augusta to stand 
trial on the charge of having obtained 
money from them by criminal methods. 
Of course, such was not the intention 
of the correspondent who wrote the ar- 
ticle, for, however great may be the 
symipathy for the young man in his 
deep misfortune, nobody can blame the 
bank for the part it has taken in bring- 
ing him to justice and in the effort to 
protect itself. The bank did what any 
other bank in the country would have 
done, and it is, of course, not to be 
criticised for its action. ’

I .ave married, brought children into the 
world, ruled my house; sold 1,500,000 of 
books, kept up an enormous circle of 
friznds, helped several charities and many 
strugglers both in kind and influence, have 
kept my house better than most women and 
have a husband and children who worship 
me and are never really happy unless in my 
actual presence. On the other hand,” Mrs. 
Stannard proceeds, “you have Mr. Hall 
Caine, who is a small, fragile man who 
cannot work in London, who, by his own 
showing, is thoroughly exhausted by the 
effort of writing a single book, a bundle of 
nerves and fancies. He began his literary 


career with an enormous advantage over 


me. He has a wife to mind his house and 
to bolster him up when his nerves get too 
much for him. I fail to see where his im- 
mense superiority over me comes in.”’

Washington. Cleveland sold $62,000,000 of 
government bonds to a syndicate last year 
at 10449. The people were not given a 
chance to bid for this issue. Now, while 
congress is in session and the administrz- 
tion dares not make another private deal 
with the Morgan syndicate, the people 
are asked to bid for an issue of 3100,000,000, 
and bids are filed aggregating more then 
five times the amount, at an averace of 
about 110. Even the Morgan syndicate bid 
this time, when brought into compstition 
with other bankers and the people, 110.68 
for the entire issue. In other words the 
Morgan syndicate now offers % more on 
the hundred for these last ponds, or as 
much of the issue as it can get, than it 
paid for e former issue of 38?.(10,000. 
There is quite a difference, so far as the 
cost to the government is concerned, in 
these two bond deals, and it eliner von- 
victs the administration of bad manage- 
ment or something worse.

WILL MEET MONDAY. 


NEW CITY EXECUTIVE commIT. 
TEE TO MEET. 


Chairman Ellis Calls a Meeting—He 
Will Have Nothing To Do with 
the Third Ward’s Contest.

The new city executive committee elect- 
ed at the ward meetings Thursday night 
will meet at the courthouse next Monday 
night. 

The meeting has been called by Chair- 
man Ellis, of the old committee. The new 
committee will have to settle the con- 
tests in the third ward and the meeting 
Monday night will be an important one. 

It was the duty of Chairman Ellis in 
issuing a call for the werd elections to 
name a time and place for a meeting of 
the new committee, but he overlooked the 
fact in making the call for the election 
Thursday night. He stated yesterday that 
there would be a meeting of the new com- 
mittee Monday night. > 

The contesting delegation in the third 
ward called on Captain “llis yesterday 
morning and stated that they desired to 
enter a protest against the action of the 
meeting in that ward. The committee 
held a meeting early in the morning and 
formulated a statement of the matter, the 
contents of which were communicated to 
Captain Ellis. The latter politely inform- 
ed the delegation that the matter was en- 
tirely out of his hands, for the reason 
em the old committee had adjourned sine 

e. . 

The contestants in the third ward are 
A. J. Shropshire, Ward Day, T. L. Bishop 
and R. P. Dodge. The gentlemen and 
their friends who attended the ward meet- 
ing allege that wholesale fraud was prac- 
ticed by the other side and that re- 
peating was done on a large scale. They 
claim that at least fifty more ballots 
were cast than men present at the meet- 
ing and that their protests were unheeded 
by the chairman of the meeting, Judge 
Bloodworth. The dissatisfaction resulted 
in the defeated element holding another 
meeting and selecting four men to repre- 
sent the ward on the new committee. 


Captain Ellis’s “Hands Off.” 

When the new committee meets Monday 
night it will have to decided which or the 
two delegations is entitled to the mem- 
bership. The contestants sought to get 
Captain Ellis, as chairman of the old com- 
mittee, to take some action in the matter, 
but he declined to interfere, stating that 
= new committee alone had jurisdic- 
ion. 

“Every body of the kind has the pre- 
rogative of deciding who are andwho are 
not entitled to seats in it,’’ said Captain 
Ellis yesterday. *“‘As I understand it in 
a majority of the wards there is no con- 
test. The usual practice is that when a 
majority of the members of any such 
body are conceded to be regularly elected 
that majority decided the right of others 
whose seats are contested. I have no fur- 
ther power in the matter, my term ex- 
piring with the death of the old commit- 
tee, that is, after I named a time and 
places for the election to be held and a 
time of .meeting for the new committee. I 
failed to name a time of meeting of the 
new committee and by consent one will be 
held Monday night.” 

The split in the third ward was the 
sole topic among citizens of that section 
yesterday. Considerable feeling has arisen 
about the ward meeting and the manner 
in which it was conducted and the breach 
between the factions is widening. The 
contesting delegation will make a hard 
fight before the new committee and an 
exhaustive complaint is being prepared 
for presentation to the new body.

THE CONTRACT LET 


A. E. Thornton Will Build an Elegant 
Five Story Structure. 


THE SITE IS GN PRYOR STREET 


Work on the Inman, Smith & Co. 
Building Progressing. 


ONE SOLID BLOCK OF TALL BUILDINGS 


‘Several Sky-Scraping Structures Are 


‘Being Contemplated and May Be 
Built at an Early Date. 


A building boom has struck Atlanta 
which in its intensity has not been expe- 
rienced for several years. 

In addition to the elegant building of 
Inman, Smith & Co., which is now in 
course of construction, another building 
is to be erected close at hand at a cost of 
nearly $50,000. 

The contract was let yesterday to Messrs. 
Gude & Walker for the erection of a 
five story building, which is to be built by 
Mr. A. E. Thornton. 

The building is to be one of the most 
elegant and imposing in the city and will 
be built of handsome pressed brick, marble 
and stone, Towering far up, it will be an 
ornament to Pryor street and almost a 
rival of the Equitable and the Inman, 
Smith and Co. buflding. 

Work will be commenced on the build- 
ing at once and a large force of men will 
be placed at work making the first prepa- 
rations for the foundation and stone work. 
The work will be carried on rapidly and 
in a short time the block from the Young 
Men’s Christian Association to the Equita- 
ble will be one solid wall. 

Just across the street from the Equita- 
ble will be the building now occupied by 
Inman, Smith & Co., to which three stories 
are to be added as soon as the work can 
be got under headway and completed. 
With the addition the building will be 
eight stories high, the same as the Equita- 
ble. : 

The plans for the building of Mr. Thorn- 
ton, which is to be one of several com- 
panions in that block, are elegant in every 
arrangement. ‘I‘he construction, the work, 
manship and the material are to be the 
best ‘that can be obtained. The founda- 
tions, deep into the earth, will be solid as 
the material of which they will be build- 
ed. From the ground floor the building will 
rise five stories and each floor will con- 
tain more than 10,000 feet of space. 

The front will be of stone, iron and glass 
and as the walls progress the material will 
be pressed brick. The windows will be 
large and ornamental and at every place 
where ornamentation can be used, elegant 
pieces of cut stone and terra cotta will be 
inserted. The building will be one oF the 
best arranged and equipped in the city. 
All the latest improvements will be used 
and the structure will be fireproof. 

Elevators of the most modern make will 
be placed in the building and other con- 
veniences will be. added that may be re- 
quired and called for by the plans. The 
work on the building will be begun at 
once and in a few days the foundations 
will be made and the material will soon 
be on the spot. 

Mr. Thornton has intimated his inten- 
tion of building the structure for some 
time, but not until recently was his idea 
put into execution. He, in consultation with 
Architect Downing, decided upon the size 
and character of the building, and when 
this was done, Mr. Downing was instructed 
to draw the plans and get bids. 

The bid was made by Gude & Walker 
for $44,600, which was accepted nd the 
plans let yesterday. The building is to be 
completed just as soon as the contractors 
can get the walls up and the other feat- 
ures of the work done. The building, bright 
and new from the contractors, will be ready 
for occupancy probably early in the fall. 

A Nest of Buildings. 

The block on North Pryor, beginning 
with the Equitable, will be one of the 
handsomest in the city. From the trains 
the buildings will make a fine impression 
on visitors and from the hotel windows 
of the Kimball the buildings will loom up 
and have the appearance of a block of 
Chicago houses. 

The building owned by the Moore estate 
will be made as tall as the Equitable and 
the Inman, Smith & Co. building will be 
just as high. These three buildings, all 
looped and joined together by the Thorn- 
ton building and in close proximity of the 
Silvey building, will make that section one 
of the handsomest in the city and the 
block will rival the tallest buildings in any 
southern city. 

Architect Downing is engaged upon oth- 
er plans which will be let as soon as the 
artists are through with their work, The 
plans are for office buildings and will cost 
far into the thousands. Other tall build- 
ings are being considered and it is proba- 
ble that several now in contemplation will 
be erected before the winter months have 


passed.

“When President Cleveland’s message 
about Venezuela first came out there was 
a bad feeling among the English people, 
said Captain R. E. Palmer, of London, who 
is at the Kimball. “I am not referring to 
what the politicians said, but to the state 
of feeling among the people. England was 
having a time of it with Armenia, and 
was playing a lone hand. All the other 
first-class countries were either against 
her, or not honestly assisting. We had 
* expected support from the United States, 
and when, instead of that, we got a thrust, 
the masses resented it. But they have 
cooled off now, and when I left, about a 
fortnight ago, the impression prevailed 
that the president was just making @ 
political play. It is believed in England, 
too, that he made a great deal of money 
out of the scare. How the report ever 
started, I am sure that I do not know, 
but it amounts to a belief now, 


“We used to sing a song which said, in 
substance, that if England and America 
stood together, they would rule the world. 
Sometimes family fights are very bad, but 
blood is thicker than water. The English 
people have been very successful in their 
financial enterprises the last few years. 
Take the South African speculations, for 
example, The English did the booming, 
and the French bought the shares at the 
top figures. However, those investments 
are worth away above par any time, and 
while depressed now, I think they will 
recover a good deal of what they lost.” 

Captain Palmer had just returned to Eng- 
land from Egypt when he sailed for 
America. Speaking of the khedive of 
Egypt, who is still in his teens, Captain 
Palmer said that it is no matter of sur- 
prise—or, indeed, of reproach to an oriental 
prince succeeding to sovereignty at the 
early age of eighteen—that he should not 
at once have grasped the facts of his 
political situation, or even that it should 
have required a little experience, as well 
as a little time, to enable him to grasp 
it. He would be sure to find around him 
plenty of people eager enough to make 
mischief between him and his English 
guardians—for that, in truth, is the right 
word for the present relation between him 
and ourselves—and he would as certainly 
find nobody to tell him that their backing 
would never go beyond words. This is the 
sort of thing that a young man in Abbas 
Pasha’s position has to discover for him- 
self, and the discovery now seems to have 
been fully made 

The khedive has had ample means of 
learning how little real support is to be 
got from those who pretend thelr willing- 
ness and ability to emancipate him from 
what they are pleased to represent as his 
thraldom to British influence, and there is 
every sign that he had laid the lesson to 
heart. The rapproachement between 
France and Russia, from which he was 
persuaded to expect so much, has done 
nothing for him. M. Deloncle has collapsed. 
No help is to be looked for from the west, 
and when he turns to the east it is only 
to find himself slighted, if not actually 
snubbed, by his suzerain at Constantinople. 
No Wonder if, under these circumstances, 
he should have been led to survey his 
situation from a new point of view, and 
should have come to the eminently sensi- 
ble conclusion that, after all, it is better 
to be a ‘“‘mediatised’’ prince, ruling over 
a country as well administered as British 
India and growing in prosperity every year,

FOUR TO ACT TODAY 


Coweta, Carroll, Troup and Talbot Will 
Elect Republican Delegates. 


FOUR CANDIDATES ARE ACtive 


Seems Certain That Georgia Will Send 
a Mixed Delegation. 


FIGHT BEING MADE ON COLONEL HANSON 


He Is Being Urged by the McKinley 
Men for Delegate from the State 
at Large.

Today will be an anxious one with the 
several wings of the republican party in 


Georgia. 

Four counties act—Coweta, Carroll, Troup 
and Talbot—and each candidate’s friends 
are sanguine of winning. Colonel Buck 
believes that Napoleon McKinley will bag 
the delegations, but Pledger smiles. He 
sees a Reed color in the Coweta county 
sky. He has been laying his lines. He 
thinks he has done his work well. He is 
counting on this work in the past. He 
has done lots of it. Verily, it looks as if 
he had stolen a march on the usually sleep- 
less Colonel Buck. He has been working 
ahead. He was laying political nets 
months ago. He is now dragging in the 
fishes. 

Pledger has a serene smile. If he doesn’t 
win the state delegation, which he can 
hardly hope to, he will win a slice of it, 
and will win his own election to St. Louis. 
This is what Pledger wants. Pledger will 
get there, and take as many of the Geor- 
gians into the Reed camp as he can. 

It seems that all hands have combined 
against Major J. F. Hanson, of Macon, 
as a delegate from the state at large to 
the St. Louis convention. Colonel Hanson 
is proposed by the McKinley men, and he 
will be pushed for all he is worth for that 
position. But the Reed men do not want 
the colonel to go. Neither do the Morton 
and Allison men. It looks as if there will 
be a union of forces against him. 

Colonel Hanson has been put forward by 
the leaders of the McKinley movement, but 
it seems that he is not pushing himself. 
He is very willing to go, but is not in 
the attitude, it is learned, of a seeker 
after the place. 

Colonel Buck will probably go from the 
state at large, and with the mixed dele- 
gation that is sure to be sent to St. Louis, 
it is hard to say which will be the leader 
of the Georgia delegation in St. Louis— 
Colonel Buck or Pledger. 

It is certain that a mixed delegation will 
go to St. Louis from this state. The fond 
hope which Colonel Buck, the long-time 
leader of republican forces in this state, 
has had of going to the convention with 
a solid McKinley delegation in his hand, 
has now entirely disappeared. Pledger is 
Sure to go. And it looks as if Pledger’s 
law partner, H. L. Johnson, might go as a 
delegate from the state at large. John- 
son is working hard for the place, and he 
has all the Reed forces back of him. 

H. A. Rucker, a stanch Reed man, is 
after a place in the delegation as a repre- 
sentative from the state at large. He is 
anxious to go to St. Louis, and Colonel 
Buck is for him. Colonel Buck is for him, 
and he is also for Major Hanson, of Macon. 
He is not for Johnson, of Atlanta, but 
Pledger has his heart set upon having his 
law partner go, and he will work hard in 
the convention for that end. 

A. Graves, of Atlanta, is another aspirant 
for honors on the state delegation. Graves 
is a well-known politician. He is for Mc- 
Kinley, and may get the district delegate’s 
place. It seems very likely that the fifth 
district will send a’ McKinley delegate to 
the convention. Most of the influential re- 
publicans of Atlanta seem to be for Mc- 
Kinley. 

But over the state the shrewd work of 
Pledger and his lieutenants may not be 
without effect. The St. Louis delegation 
will certainly be mixed, 

Pledger is not unalterably anchored to 
Reed. He would probably favor Morton 
next. He thinks that the great combina- 
tion of Clarkson, Quay, Platt and Foraker 
will control. He thinks some other man 
than McKinley will win. 

Meantime, Colonel Buck fs not so serene 
as he is wont to be just at such times as 
these. He feels sure that the republicans 
stand a better chance of winning next year 
than they have had in years, and he 
doesn’t like the idea of going to the con- 
vention with a divided delegation. .He 
wants to go there with Georgia svlid for 
his man, but it seems that that fond hope 
was born to die. Colonel Buck has rarely 
ever had to encounter such opposition 
within the ranks before. Hitherto the 
leaders have stood nearer together, and 
there has been little difficulty in keeping 
them in line. But Pledger has broken 
ower. and there’s no telling who'll go 
next. 


However, the matter will soon be settled, 
and it will be definitely known how Georgia 
will stand at St. Louis. The counties will 
act in great numbers next week.

UNDER A NEW PLAN 


Georgia Mining, Manufacturing and In- 
vestment Co. on a Firm Basis. 


CREDITORS WILL BE SECURED 


A Meeting Will Soon Be Held, at 
Which the Company Will Be 
Thoroughly Reorganized. 


Under a new name and a new charter 
the Georgia Mining, Manufacturing and 
Investment Company will be reorganized 
in a few days. 

This-is the company which was conduct- 
ed by ex-Governor Joe Brown up to a few 
years prior to his death. The company is 
one of the largest mining organizations in 
the south and several million Gollars were 
represented in the lands, furnaces and 
leases owned and controlled by the com- 
pany. 

The plan which was recently sent out for 
adoption by the creditors has been accept- 
ed practically by all and it renmrains only 
to formally enter into the reorganiza- 
‘tion and issue stock under the new name. 
The committee of reorganization is com- 
posed of, Mr. Clifford Anderson, chairman; 
Mr. D. B. Hamilton, of Romre; Mr. Frank- 
lin Weld, of Norfolk, Va., and Colonels 
Glenn and Smith, of Atlanta. The plan 
has been considered by the creditors and 
at a recent meeting more than 80 per cent 
of them agreed to the terms and condi- 
tions of the plan. 

It is proposed under the new organiza- 
tion to place the capital stock at $1,000,009 
and to secure the creditors by issuing a 
first and second mortgage and securing the 
remaining creditors not included in the 
mortgages by issuing them, pro rata, 
certificates of stock of the new com- 
panies. All stock and bond holders have 
been advised to send in their certificates 
of interest in the old company and trans- 
fer their holdings to the reorganization 
committee. When this is done and the 
reorganization is formally made, stock and 
securities will be issued on a new basis. 

First mortgage 5 per cent bonds in. the 
anrount and not exceeding $175,000 will be 
issued to cover the whole property of the 
new organization. So much of this issue 
as is necessary will be employed to pay 
the claims which are recognized in law to 
have priority over the old bonds and over

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the general creditors whose debts are un- 
Secured. The remainder of this issue is 
to be used by the new company as a work- 
ing capital. This class of creditors, who 
come under the head of class A, hold 
claims amounting to nearly $150,000, includ- 
ing costs of court and other items. 

There will also be an issue of second 
mortgage bonds bearing 3 per cent for the 
first five years and 5 per cent for the time 
they run thereafter. The amount of bonds 
of this class to be issued will be not ex- 
ceeding $350,000. These bonds will be dis- 
tributed among the holders of the indebted- 
ness of the company who do not come 
under class A. The remaining creditors 
will be secured by the stock of the new 
company. 

Creditors whose claints do not agere- 
gate more than $100 will be given the notes 
of the new company payable in six and 
twelve months, at fifty cents on the dollar. 

The plan as presented by the committee 
has met with general satisfaction and the 
creditors have worked in co-operation with 
the committee. The committee claims that 
a most equitable arrangement has n 
made and all who hold large claims against 
the old company will be satisfied better 
than they could have been had the proper- 
el been sacrificed and sold at a forced 
sale.

Provocation of this kind 
does not stand upon a like footing of 
reason and justice with self defense or 
defense of habitation, person or property. 

2. There being no complaint that the

Simmons, C. J.—1. A city may by ordin- 

ance lawfully prescribe that unless the 
owner of a dead animal, even though the 
carcass may be of some vaiue, shall re- 
move it or cause it to be removed beyond 
the city limits, within a specified reason- 
able time, and to a specified reasonable 
distance, the municipal authorities may 
deal with such carcass as a nuisance per 
se and as such take charge of it and make 
such disposition thereof as wili best serve 
the public health. 

2 It is not, however, lawful to require 
that such owner, upon removing the car- 
cass, or causing its removal within the 
time allowed him for this purpose, shall 
deposit it beyond the city limits at such 
place only as may be designated by the 
municipal authorities, or that upon his re- 
fusinz so to do, the city will have it 
removed at his expense to that particular 
place, provided the removal intended by 
the owner contemplates the deposit of the 
careass at some other place outside of the 
city not itself within a pronibited  dis- 
tance from the city line, and such disposi- 
tion of it when so deposited as will in 
any event prevent its becoming a nuisance 
to, or otherwise injuring, any of the in- 
habitants of the city.

train which, upon its regular schedule, 
Stops, not only at the two specified sta- 
tions, but at the intermediate station also.

Where, by will, property 
was bequeathed and devised to named trus- 
tees for the sole and separate use of a 
daughter of the testator for life, which 
property at her death was to vest abso- 
lutely in fee simple in such child or children 
as she might have then living; and the will 
conferred upon the trustees large powers 
as to making sales of the trust property 
and reinvesting the proceeds thereof, and 
also the power to use the corpus of the 
estate for certain specified purposes, the 
trust created by the will was for the bene- 
fit of those entitled to take in remainder 
as well as for the life tenant, although the 
trustee Was not invested with the legal title 
to the estate in remainder beyond what

upon the property originally belonging to 
the trust estate for which the land pur- 
chased by the trustee was thus substituted.

Where a promissory note 
is given for a loan infected with usury, 
and this is secured by a deed to realty, the 
latter is void as a conveyance and cannot 
be treated as an equitable mortgage. 

2. Where, in such a case, the borrower 
dies, and in the course of administration 
the administrator of his estate sells the 
land so conveyed to a third person, the title 
of the purchaser as against the lender de- 
pends upon the validity of the deed taken 
by the latter as security for the loan. If 
the deed was in fact usurious, the admin- 
istrator could rightfully treat the property 
purporting to have been conveyed thereby 
as still the property of his intestate, and 
was authorized to sell the same without 
first offering to redeem by the repayment 
of the principal borrowed, with lawful in- 
terest. 

3. Where such administrator brought an 
equitable petition against the creditors of 
his intestate’s estate to marshal the as- 
sets, and prayed therein for an injunction 


restraining the creditor holding such deed, 


from prosecuting his claim upon the note 
thereby secured otherwise than as a party 
dfendant to such petition, and at the hear- 
ing of the application for an interlocutory 
injunction the evidence as to the alleged 
usury was conflicting, there was no abuse 
of discretion in granting such injunction, 
and thus preserving the status until this 
question could be passed upon by a jury. 

4, Under the facts appearing of record, 
the affairs of the estate in controversy 
were, without fault on the part of the 
administrator, sufficiently complicated to 
warrant the filing by him of the petition to 
marshal the assets and for their distribu- 
tion under the order and direction of the 
court.

Atkinson, J.—If an executor advertises 
for sale several lots of land and sells them 
separately and a person bids off one of 
them under an honest belief thet he is 
bidding for another and the mistake arises 
from Statements made at the sale by the 
auctioneer, in the executor’s presence, 
which were calculated to mislead and 
did actually mislead the bidder as to the 
identity of the lot being sold; and if there 
was no want of diligence on his part to 
ascertain what was the truth of the mat- 
ter, he was not legally bound to comply 
with his bid, nor liable for any deficiency 
ws Fa upon a resale of the iand at his 
risk. 

2. In the trial of an action for the re- 
covery of such’ deficiency declarations 
madé at the first sale by bystanders then 
present, but neither in the presence of 
the executor nor the bidder, to the effect 
that the latter had made a mistake as to 
the lot he was bidding on and did not know 
what he was bidding for were not admis- 
sible in evidence against the plaintiff; and 
where it was a closely contested question of 
fact as to whether or not the bidder was 
misled and acted under a mistake as al- 
leged, error in admitting such evidence 
will require the granting of a new trial.

A judgment rendered 
upon the hearing of a rule against a 
sheriff, adjudging that certain plaintiffs in 
fl. fa. are entitled to participate in the 
fund in the sheriff’s. hands, is binding upon 
all the parties to that proceeding until 
reversed or set aside. 

2. Where such judgment was rendered

Killian v. Georgia Railroad and Banking

Sirmons, C. J.—l.. One of the questions 
in issue being as to how long a train 
stopped at a given station, the plaintiff con- 
tending that the stop was not sufficiently 
long to allow him time to alight safely from 
the train, and the defendant insisting that 
the stop was long enough for this purpose, 
evidence that the train was behind time 
was admissible as tending to show the ex- 
istence of a reason or motive for making 
only a short stop, and therefore as support- 
ing the plaintiff's contention.

Under his roof a}] Christian ministers 
of every creed found a home and the cul- 
tured a congenial companion: yet, not 
these alone bewail their loss, for the hun- 
ery, the outcast and the penniless found 
both food and shelter at his homestead, 
near Herndon. 

A scholar and a Christian gentleman has 
gone out from among us, but his infiuence 
lives in the rural chapels, the collected 
libraries, the contributions to magazines 
and newspapers that emanated from his 
fertile brain and in the lives of the men 
and’ women who have been taken tenderly 
by the hand and lifted to a higher plane 
of tninking and living. 

More than sixty years was the golden 
rule the guide of his life. From earliest 
childhood he was spiritually inclined and 
professed his faith in the Savior at an 
early age; in the state college his room 
beeame “‘the sanctuary” for his prayerful 
companions, and he endeared himself to 
every Phi Kappa by his active interest in 
the building of their hall. 

At the famous Mount Zion school under 
Dr. -Beeman and again at Franklin uni- 
versity and Yale college he graduated 
with honors, and for many years pursved 
his chosen professions of law and letters, 
gaining the confidence and esteem of men, 
evidenced by the offices he held in legisla- 
tive and executive courts ond in the 
conventions of the people. 

Disappointed in his laudable ambitions 
by the civil war and its ccnsequences, 
Judge Jones turned his attention to agri- 
cultural pursuits and brought to their ad- 
VYancement the riches of a weli stored 
mind. But as a friend, I cannot close this 


j tribute of affection without mentioning 


that in the sacred precincts of home, in the 
library and around his family a tar, we be- 
came more attached, as we came in close 
communion with those rare ‘rirtues and 
that genuine charity that natked the 
courtly gentleman of the old school, radi- 
ated happiness upon ail ani made each

beavenly portals—

The German tobacco manufacturers will 
add to their products exhibits by which will 
be shown the historical development of 
tobacco planting, tobacco manufacturing 
and all commercial and industrial branches 
connected witb and furthering the tobacco 


trade, 

The exhibits will contain all kinds of 
raw materia) which are used in the tobacco 
industry. The tobacco exhibits are to be 
shown in the following sections: 

1. Tebacco seeds, leaves and blossoms, 
stems, ribs, etc. 

The exhibits in this section will be very 
important for the trade and surely inter- 
esting to tobacco manufacturers and deal- 
ers in seeds who will visit the expgqsi- 
tion. It is desirable therefore to make tunis 
section rich in exhibits and varieties. 
The exposition will also include such 
methods of packing tobacco and tobacco 
manufactures as are used in shipping and 
delivering to the customers. This section 
comprises tobacco bales, tobacco boxes, 
cigar and cigarette boxes, etc. It is intend- 
ed to group these exhibits in the artistical 
form of a large pyramid. 

2. There will be shown pictures and other 
representations by which the cultivating 

rocess of tobacco may be understood; for 
nstance, drawings of sowing and harvest- 
ing of the plants in their different periods 
of development, etc. 

3. Included in the display will be tools, 
utensils, implements, machinery, or models 
and diagrams of them, photographs or de- 
scriptions of the different processes in 
manufacturing tobacco; workrooms, the in- 
terior and exterior of factories, models or 
drawings of workmen’s homes, etc., and 
all such things by which the social condition 
of those employed in tobacco growing and 
tobacco manufacturing may be illustrated. 

4. An interesting part will be formed by 
the exhibitors of articles which were of 
some importance in the history of the to- 
bacco industry, as pipes, cigar holders, 
pipe cleaners, tobacco bags, matches, tin- 
der, etc. 

Also a display of photographs, descrip- 
tions, ete., of the manner in which tobacco 
is used, pictures of smokers—if possible in 
their natural costumes—groups of smokers 
of certain nations, tribes or classes, as 
Indians, gauchos, negroes, gold diggers, 
cowboys, soldiers, the interior of smoking 
= or rooms of the past and present 

me. 

This section will be one of the most in- 
teresting, for here will be seen the pipe of 

ace of the Indians, the negileh of the 

arem, the chibouque and the well-known 

meerschaum pipe. The exhibitors are re- 
quested to take a special interest in this 
section by sending the cheap pipes of the 
masses, even if they may not be of orna- 
mental appearance. If desired, these pipes 
will be returned to the exhibitor free of 
charge; otherwise t will be given to 
pyblic collections in the city of Bertin. 

. The exposition will contain a literary 
department concerning tobacco, the grow- 
ing of it, its industry, trading, legislation, 
customs duties, etc. Especially desirable 
are books, pamphiets, statistics and other 
publications which are instructive con- 
cerning the condition of the tobacco in- 
dustry. Those books, etc., if not otherwise 
directed by the exhibitor, will be given af- 


ter the close of the exposition to a German’ 


state library or a college. Anthors and 
publishers of such works are earnestly re- 
to enrich this section. 

Maps, drawings, graphic reproductions 
concerning tobacco growing, to man- 
ufacturing, trading, etc., are also required.

Governor Atkinson vill Be Visited in 
' _ Behalf of Carr and Duncan. 


IT #S A LAST RESORT 


Since Sentence Was Passed Many New 
Developments Have Been Brought 
to Light in Their Favor. 


The cases of Alex Carr and Adolphus 
Duncan will be placed before Governor 
Atkinson for his consideration within the 
next ten days, 

it may be that the governor will be 
asked to pardon Duncan, as there are 
many in the city who believe the negro to 
be perfectly innocent of the crime which 
has been laid at his door and upon which 
he has been convicted and recently sen- 
tenced to be hanged. 

Old man Carr, the aged father of Alex 
Carr, has been working for the life of his 
#02. Hehas been circulating a petition 
for several days, which will be presented 
to the governor asking that the life of 
the condemned man be spared and that 
instead of death he be sentenced to the 
penitentiary. If this course is taken by 
the governor Carr will probably live but 
a few years in the penitentiary, as several 
physicians will testify that he will soon 
find a release from his sufferings in death. 

Carr is in a pitiable condition and re- 
fuses to eat. When his meals are brought 
him he looks at the tray in an abstracted 
way, picks at the food and then turns 
away from it. 

‘““My son is insane,” said his old father 
yesterday. “‘He does not know what is 
going on and has not spoken a word to 
me since twelve months ago. They can’t 
hang him, surely they won’t when he is 
crazy,’ he continued as he wiped a tear 
from his eye and his voice choked with 
emotion. 

The attorneys of Carr, Messrs. Arnold & 
Arnold, will place his case before Governor 
Atkinson as a last resort. The governor 
‘will be visited in aifew davs inthe interest 
of the condemned man and will be asked 
that the sentence of death be commuted 
to life imprisonment in the penitentiary. 
The grounds for the request will be that 
Carr was not given a fair trial by the 
ordinary’s jury and that he was experi- 
mented with and treated inhumanly. 

‘“‘We are sure that we will succeed when 
the governor is approached in the matter,”’ 
said Colonel Arnold yesterday, ‘‘for the 
governor is sure to see that Carr has not 
been fairly treated in his trial before the 
ordinary’s jury. Why, when he was ex- 
perimented with some of the jurors ac- 
tually wanted to administer ether and do 
other things that are contrary to the law. 
The governor will be asked to save the 
state from the shame and disgrace of 
hanging a hejpless, insane man. 

“If Carr were to be executed he would 
actually have to be carried to the scaf- 
fold on a litter. Think of the officers 
dragging an insane man—an idiot—to his 
death. What a travesty on justice and a 
horrible thing it would be. I am certain 
that the chief executive of the state will 
not allow this horrible scene to be trans- 
acted. He will commute the sentence, we 
hope, and save the dignity and honor of 
the state. 

“We appeal to the governor as a last 
resort, knowing that the case has reached 
a place where delay means death to the 
condemned prisoner. The courts have 
been tried and the verdicts reached, we 
think, are contrary to the law and not 
in keeping with right and humanity. We 
will ask the governor to interfere and 
save the man from death.” 

Duncan May Be Saved. 

Governor Atkinson will also be asked 
to interfere in the sentence of Adoiphus 
Duncan. 

The attorneys of Duncan had a confer- 
ence. with the governor yesterday in re- 
gard to the case. Just what was the na- 
ture of the consultation is not known, but 
it is said that the case in its entirety was 
placed before the governor for his con- 
sideration and many new developments in 
the case were stated to him: 

Since the verdict convicting Duncan was 
reached by the last jury and the sentence 
was passed on the prisoner it is said that 
many facts of a startling nature have 
come to light which are greatly in favor 
of Duncan. His attorneys and Solicitor 
Hill are working in his behalf and others 
who are interested in the fate of Duncan 
are doing what they can for him. The 
jurors in the case who convicted him 
will probably recommend that his sen- 
tence be commuted. Solicitor Hill will ask 
the same thing and it is said that Judge 
Hart is not certain that the negro is 
guilty. A recommendation will doubtiess 
be secured from him. 


THE BAKER FINED. 


GUS BENNINGER ESCAPES STATE 
COURT TROUBLE, 


Arraigned Before Judge Calhoun for 
His Conduct on Fair Street Thurs- 
day Night. 


Gus Benninger, the baker who created 
so much excitement at and in the vicinity 
of his home on Bast Fair street Thursday 
night, and who got a hole shot through his 
shoulder by Policeman Blackstone, pleaded 
guilty im the police court yesterday after- 
noon and was fined $25 and cost by Judge 
Calhoun. 

Benninger went home drunk and proceed- 
ed to raise a disturbance. His wife fled 
from the ‘house, and asked the police for 
protection. Officer Garner started to arrest 
Benninger, but the latter leveled a shot- 
gun at him and threatened to shoot if 
the officer advanced a step. ,The baker 
then left the place and could not be found. 
Just before midnight he returned, and was 
confronted by Officers Blackstone and Hol- 
lingsworth, who had been stationed at the 
house by Captain Jennings. 

When Benninger started in his house the 
officers stepped out and started to arrest 
him, but he got the drop on them and stop- 
ped them by threatening to shoot. Officer 
Hollingsworth snapped his pistol at the 
baker, but it did not fire. Blackstone's 
weapon was in better condition, and he 
plugged a hole through the baker’s right 
shoulder, sending a bullet from his big 44- 
caliber gun directly at the man, 

Benninger was arrested and locked up at 
the prison. He succeeded in getting off 
by paying the fine in the police court and 
will not be prosecuted in the state courts. 
He ig nursing a very sore shoulder, and 
will not be able to use his right arm for 
some time.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Local Bears Sold Too Feebly and Prices 
Advanced. 


Chicago, February 7.—Most of the trade 
in wheat today was crowded into the last 
hour of the session, when prices, under 
the impulse of good buying, advanced 
rapidly from %c under to %c over yester- 
day’s closing quotations. There was no 
vim to the morning operations, and as 
prices displayed some very weak symp- 
toms, local bears inclined to sell a litile 
too freely, and it was due to the short 
interest thus created that such a decided 
upturn took place later. Up until noon the 
tone averaged steady with a few changes 
of importance. Then the buying became 
more pronounced and the advance already 
mentioned was established. May wheat 
opened from 67 to 66%c, sold between ee 
665 and 68%c, closing at 68%4@6834c—%¢c 
higher than yesterday. Cash wheat was 
easy early, but closed nominally steady 
with the futures. 

Corn did not draw much attention, as 
the trading was of no significance, and 
nothing new in the situation having de- 
veloped. The influence of wheat was the 
predominating factor, the early decline and 
later advance being followed promptly. 
May corn opened at 304%@30%c, advanced to 
3054.@30%c, closing at 30%c—%c higher than 
yesterday. Cash corn was steady. 

Trading was very ordinary in oats. The 
vagaries of wheat and corn prices were 
reproduced in this market, but on a small- 
er scale. May corn closed unchanged from 
yesterday. Cash oats were 4%@%c lower 
for local and steady to %c lower for 
through-billed, the féeling at the close 
being firm with the futures. 

The weakness of wheat and corn during 
the morning was productive of selling of 
provisions, and prices declined under the 
pressure. There was no buying induced by 
the later rally in grain, so that no re- 
covery took place. At the opening the 
feeling was steady, advices from the yards 
of an advance of 5e in hogs furnishing 
encouragement. At the close May pork 
was 20c lower, May lard 5c lower and May 
ribs 744c to 10c lower.

February 7.—The Manufact- 
urers’ Record, in its weekly report of 
southern industrial interests, shows that 
one of the most notable indications of the 
times is the tendency of outside capitalists 
and manufacturers to invest in the south. 
Among the enterprises coming under this

built at Memphis by an English company 
for the purpose of making cotton mill sup- 
plies; a large woodworking and general 
cooperage factory at the same city, cover- 
ing about fifteen acres of ground, tv be 
built by Indiana people; a $10,000 wood- 
working company at Palatka to be estab- 
lished by northern New York lumber peéo- 
ple; the purchase of 30,000 acres of timber 
land near Newton, Miss., by an lowa syn- 
dicate, which will cut the timber and coilo- 
nize the land; a large sash, door and blind 
factory at Tupelo, Miss., by Indiana lum- 
bermen; a silk mill at Fagerstown, Md., 
to be built by a silk manutacturer in 
New Jersey; a 100-ton ice factory at Fort 
Worth by Milwaukee people; a 320,00 furni- 
ture factory in the same place 4s a branch 
of a Michigan furniture company; and at 
Fitzpatrick, Ga., several ice factories, five 
or six lumber companies and two or three 
other enterprises by western people.

with capital stock of from $5%.960 to $290,000 
to bore oil in Tennessee and the enlarge- 
ment of four or five cotton mills in the 
south, which will each add five hundred 
spindles or more to their present pliant; a 
$1,(00,000 coal and coke wompany orgauized 
in West Virginia with main office in New 
York to develop coal lands, manufacture 
coke, etc., in West Virginia: a $25,300 glass- 
making company in Virginia and a $0,000 
cotton compress company in Texas.

UNGLE SAM'S PRISON 


Judge Newman Feels Confident Over the 
Outlook for the Penitentiary. 


JAIL QUARTERS ‘NOT RENTED 


Property Owners Will Doubtless Begin 
To Kick as Soon as the Build- 
ing Is Selected. 


“T am firmly persuaded that a federal 
prison will be erected in the south,”’ said 
Judge Newman yesterday afternoon. “Sev- 
eral months may pass by, but the prison 
will be erected in the course of time.” 

Judge Newman has put his shoulders to 
the wheel and made a strong pull for the 
prison. He appreciates the gravity of the 
situation and has realized the need of a fed- 
eral prison in the south for years. The 
object of his recent visit to the capital was 
not primarily to urge the erection of a 
prison, but during his stay in Washington 
he discussed the situation with the senators 
and representatives in congress and found 
that every one agreed with him as to the 
need of a federal prison in the south. It is 
simply a question of time therefore. Action 
will likely be taken before the adjournment 
of the present session of congress. 

“I should like to see the prison located 
in Atlanta,” said Judge Newman, ‘‘but I 
am not willing to sacrifice the prison by 
wrangling over the question of a location. 
It is better to lose the site of the prison 
than to lose the prison itself.” 

However important it may be, so far as 
Atlanta is concerned, for the government 
prison to be located in the neighborhood of 
this city, it is vastly more important that 
the prison should be located somewhere in 
the south; and no one who looks at the 
proposition with the least regard for the 
wretched inmates who are sentenced to 
pass a term of years in the federal peni- 
tentiary can afford to antagonize the effort 
to erect a government prison in this section. 
The ends of justice and humanity should 
be considered first and afterwards the 
question of a site can be determined. 

The first thing to be done, therefore, is 
to vote the necessary appropriation to pur- 
chase a convenient site and erect a’ prison. 
Congressman Livingston wil! shortly in- 
troduce a bill providing for this appropria- 
tion. 

About the Federal Jail. 

In the meantime the local situation will 
not be without its embarrassing features in 
the effort to secure apartments for the 
safe Keeping of the federal prisoners. The 
county commissioners have already served 
notice on the goyernment that no federal 
prisoners would be allowed to enter the new 
jail. .Acting on this information, the de- 
partment of justice in Washington has au- 
thorized Judge Newman to rent a suitable 
building to be used for the purpose of a 
federal jail.

Prop- 
erty owners will begin to howl as soon as 
Marshal Dunlap starts out to get a build- 
ing. Judge, Newman has already been be- 
seiged by real estate men anxious to ac- 
commodate Uncle Sam. 

Though a building to be used as a federal 
jail can be rented without a special act of 
congress, it will take a special appropriation 
to put up such a jail. If the marshal is not 
able to rent quarters it will be necessary to 
ask for a special appropriation. 


RECEIVERSHIP DISMISSED. 


JUDGE W. B. THOMAS HAS WOUND 
UP THE A. AND F.’S AFFAIRS. 


A Balance of $3,500 on Hand Will Be 
Divided Between the Two Spe- 
cial Commissioners. 


Judge William Bailey Thomas, the re- 
ceiver for the Atlanta and Florida rail- 
road, has completed his duties in that 
capacity and received his honorable dis- 
charge from Judge Newman. 

A decree was filed in the clerk’s office 
yesterday morning formally discharging 
the receiver. 

About twenty days ago Mr. W. H. 
Black, who was designated by Judge New- 
man to act as special master and to make 
a thorough examination of all the vouch- 
ers and transactions incident to said re- 
ceivership, filed his report in the clerk’s 
office, stating that he had made the re- 
quired examination and found the books 
and accounts satisfactory. 

This report remained for twenty days 
in the office of the clerk subject to such 
exceptions aS any one might see proper to 
make. No exceptions were made and ac- 
cordingly yesterday morning Judge New- 
man issued a decree dismissing the re- 
ceivership and thus winding up the af- 
fairs of the road which have been for 
such a long time in litigation. 

According to the report of the special 
master the sum of $3,500 remained in the 
hands of the receiver unexpended. Judge 
Newman directed the receiver to pay over 
this amount to the special commissioners, 
G. T. Palmer and John W. Grant: also 
any amounts that may be subsequently 
collected. 

Judge Newman also directed the re- 
ceiver to keep in his possession for the 
next three months all papers, bills and 
vouchers relating to the _ receivership, 
after which he could preserve or destroy 
them at his option. 

The decree was filed in the clerk’s office 
yesterday morning attached to the report 
of Special Master Black, which was filed 
twenty days ago.

Mr. George Smith Will Start a Plant 
Protector Factory. 


There will soon be started in Atlanta a 
factory for the manufacture of plant pro- 
tectors. The problem of protecting plants, 
flowers, etc., from the ravages of frost, 
wind, snow and the intense rays of the sun 
has long puzzled the farmer and such 
means as they have heretofore adopted 
have been very inadequate and they have 
long cherished such an arrangement as 
will be produced by the new factory. This 
new plant protector will in summer pro- 
tect the young plants from the intense 
rays of the sun, at the same time allow- 
ing enough light and air to nourish them 
and in winter will keep the disastrous 
frosts from killing the young sprouts. The 
protectors are made of a waterproof, trans- 
lucent material and are of two shapes, the 
first of a cone shape and the second of a 
longitudinal V shape, both well adapted 
to all kinds of farming. They are made so 
as to be adapted to the climates of ail 
sections of the country. 

The inventor of the new protectors is Mr. 
George A. Smith, who will engage in the 
manufacturing of them here. There are 
several well known men who are interest- 
ed in the entrprise and it will prove a boon 
to the farmers, who can raise an early crop 
despite the adversity of the elements.
